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HE monthly figures of progress in housing continue to 
tell a sorry tale, and the reader is apt to become 
numbed with the repetition and no longer to be construc- 
tively critical. The object of their publication, which 
must be to give information from which can be gauged 
the success or otherwise of the official methods, thus 
becomes unfulfilled. It is, in fact, to the credit of the 
Government that these bulletins appear during foul as 
well as fine weather, and we, for our part, should be alive 
to the facts which are thus put before us. 
The principal feature of these figures is the fairly rapid 


erection. The disappointing feature is the very small 
number which represents houses completed. This is 
fully understandable throughout a certain time-lag which 
must expend itself, but thereafter the two sets of figures 
should follow one on the other, in good step. It is be- 
coming fairly evident that no such desirable unison is yet 
developing, and, making all allowances for the difficulties 
of the times, we are bound to feel disturbed and uncon- 
vinced that the best is being made of a difficult job. 

Both the supply of labour and that of materials and 
components are extremely difficult, and in the long run, of 
course, the entire supply factor depends on labour. Labour 
is scarce partly because demobilisation has not yet been 
completed, and will not be complete until the international 
situation has become clear and stabilised; and even then 
there will be a yearly drain upon the younger ranks on 
account of national service. In line with these disabilities, 
we have the demand accumulated through seven years of 
war and the financial stringency of an island realm already 
heavily in debt and with much decreased capital resources. 
That alone would be a heavy handicap, even though we 
felt secure in the effort of the workman of to-day. Un- 
fortunately his mood is not helping us at the moment, 
though we must make every allowance for a loss of form 











and the reaction common to post-war periods. 
The main factor which we must take into account, 











therefore, is that we are, and shall continue to be for a long 
time, far short of our minimum labour needs; and having 
accepted that as a fact, we must plan all the more carefully 
the use to which shall be put the labour we have at our 
command, measured at first by its present capacity. 

It is a good thing to start the building of many houses, 
but a bad thing to finish but a few of them in a reasonable 
time. It is bad, not only because we do not get the homes 
we need, but because it means that the work is absorbing 
a great deal of labour which might possibly be better 
used in another way, without in any way slowing down 
the rate of completed houses, which are, after all, the only 
houses which are doing us any good. 

The fact is that the trades are not nicely balanced, and 
that the carcasing of a permanent house is presenting 
fewer problems than its finishing. If we go on in the 
same way, the gap between the monthly returns of houses 
started and houses completed will grow ever wider, until 
the effective results per man will become almost negligible. 

If there were no other tasks needing the builders than 
housing, there would be much to be said for the contention 
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that every stage of house building needs doing only once, 
and that there is thus no harm done in starting as many 
houses as we can, even though they may stand uncompleted 
for a lengthy period. But, in fact, the call for the builders’ 
help comes from many quarters—from the farmers much 
in need of modernised buildings, to the industrialist anxious 
to make a handsome quota to the export trade, but unable 
to do so until the new factory space is at his command. 
These types of building are just the kind that need little 
from the finishing trades, and are, in fact, little more tham 
carcasing jobs, and there would be a wide field of work 
open to an army of bricklayers and labourers released: 
from the building of fractional houses. 

It would seem, therefore, that too little has been doné 
to plan the labour resources of the industry. Any builder 
will appreciate the importance of maintaining a balanced. 
gang, as distinct from merely a large gang. Organisation 
of a job is almost an exact science, and the man needed- 
must be there in the right place and at the right time 
the job is to run its course smoothly and without inter- 
ruption. The place at which to start organising is not 
among the trades in abundant supply, but among those 
which are scarce and liable to create bottlenecks through 
their scarcity. The first step to take is to find out whether 
there are any ways in which the work of these “short ” 
trades may be simplified or even elimimated. Having 
found out the capacity to fill in the gaps in any such 
improvisations by the labour of the few men available, 
it is not a difficult matter to arrive at a labour force in all 
trades which can be set to work in balanced gangs to 
carry out complete building as continuously as possible. 
The balance between such figures and those of the total 
labour force in all trades would provide reliable information 
as to how many men we can set to work upon other tasks, 
without prejudice to the number one priority of housing. 

We shall be told, of course, that this is just the task 
whicli the Ministries are now engaged upon, and we have 
no doubt that that is the-case. But that they are engaging 
themselves effectively cannot be maintained, as the official 
figures already deny it. It is not merely a task for the 
Ministry of Labour, but must be one in which all the 
Ministries concerned plan in unison one with the other. 
The permanent prefabricated house, for instance, often 
saves labour in the trades in best supply while com- 
mandeering labour from the trades most needed elsewhere. 
That is bad planning, and shows a general lack of policy 
which we cannot afford to have. 

We believe that the greatest mistake yet. made has been 
the reluctance of the Government to consult the builders 
themselves and to take them into their confidence, and 
that until they do that we shall continue to see the mistakes 
of the amateur creeping into the picture and throwing 
out of gear all those nice adjustments which experienced 
men know how to handle and upon which practical results 
will always depend. 

It is not by any means too late for the proper steps to 
be taken, and we urge upon those in high places to take 
their courage in hand and engage the aid of men who know 
their job from life-long experience.

Victorian Reverie. 

A COUNTRY-HOUSE sale is always well 
worth attending from an architectural 
viewpoint, and if, as was the case last 
week, the house is full of Victorian objets 
d’art the visit becomes of double interest. 
Surely it is the most nostalgic of moments 
to see the collected contents, collected over 
so many generations, briefly being dis- 
patched under the cold eye and hammer 
of the auctioneer. The grand piano—that 
symbol of Victorian family life, purveyor 
of melodies by Balfe and Tosti—was 
knocked down for—well, a song, and the 
great monumental suites of furniture fol- 
lowed swiftly in its wake. The incredible 
array of vases, flower bowls and inven- 


tions for holding them were laid out for 


our approval. The horticultural side of 
interior decoration surely reached its tre- 
mendous peak in the days of our ‘‘ Dear 


* Queen.” Reproductions of classical sculp- 


tures were also there in force, with the 
almost inevitable Venus de Milo. We are 
pleased to say it was the unalloyed copy 
and not the infamous one which had been 
tampered with to the extent of having a 
clock inserted into the stomach! 

And so the auction closed. Another 
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English family home had disintegrated, so 
to speak, before our very eyes. These 
symbols of good solid living are all fast 
disappearing; nothing of much value is 
taking their place. We can lay the blame 
for that partly on two wars, but also our 
own self-consciousness and slight insin- 
cerity are to blame. For whatever the 
Victorians were not in their art, they must 
be called sincere, even, we suppose, when 
they inserted a clock into the stomach of 
the Venus de Milo. 


London Squares. 

Do we appreciate our London squares 
enough? .. These squares, peculiar to 
the English way of life, are an integral 
part of our architectural tradition, and 
London is particularly well served with 
them. It is a pity that so many of the 
squares in the centre of London are being 
taken over for business purposes, but the 
householder’s loss is the worker’s gain. 
The office worker whose room overlooks 
the green of a square is to be envied. 
Until the railings were taken away for war 
purposes the green was usually considered 
to be hallowed ground, for the use of the 
square-dwellers only, but with the removal 
of these railings many people realised that 
here were charming spots in which to 
spend a quiet hour or so. The proposed 
Roosevelt memorial scheme is possibly a 
natural outcome of this idea, and certainly 
Grosvenor-square will become a popular 
place for those seeking physical and 
mental rest from the main streets of 
London. 

How well the amenities of the open 
space are appreciated is illustrated in the 
case of Leicester-square. This clearing is 
the only open space for quite some distance 
around, and it is a nice sight on a summer 
evening to see the old folk sitting on seats 
and watching the rapid life go by. Which 
is the nicest square in London? It would 
be almost a draw between Fitzroy-square 
and Bedford-square. However, preference 
really depends upon the style of architec- 
ture one favours; many might prefer 
the early Victorian glories of the Belgravia 
squares. It is curious how estate builders 
before the war seemed studiously to avoid 
introducing squares, or rather, in their 
case, village greens, into their layouts. It 
was left to the garden city architects like 
Sir Raymond Vem and Mr. Louis de 
Soissons to remedy the omission, and very 
well they did it. The London squares are 
a link with our past way of life. They 
are precious things which should -be care- 
fully preserved, for in this atomized world 
it is good to be able to repair to a spot 
which savours of a past world, by no 
means perfect, but charming in _ its 
measured way, and now gone forever. 


The Allied Arts. 

Tue three allied arts—architecture, 
painting and sculpture—have, according 
to a critic friend, parted company to such 
an extent that it will take nothing short 
of a major revolution in social and artistic 
thought to bring them together again. 
At the time of the Renaissance, painters, 
sculptors and architects were a brotherly 
band, working as a team; each was a 
necessity to the other’s conception, and 
out of that period came some of the world’s 
greatest buildings. There is in that team 
of three people a vital lesson for us to-day. 
Few modern buildings show in their design 
a sympathy for sculpture or painting. But 
many illustrate the fact that by not includ- 
ing these two arts in their design the 
scheme falls short of being a fine con- 
ception. In Victorian times sculpture and 
painting became stereotyped and lacking 
in esthetic progress, and it is because 
of this that to-day only the most advanced 
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(perhaps adventurous is a better word) 
forms of these two arts gain any valuable 
praise from the critics. 

The architect, therefore, is awkwardly 
placed, To introduce, say, a Piccasso 
mural into a building would create a storm 
from one corner, while, on the other hand, 
a traditional conception is considered 
rather passé by the moderns. On these 
grounds it is probably better to leave well 
alone and rely upon such things as pro- 
portion and texture. It seems a pity... 
this lack of the adventurous spirit m 
design. Many hard things have been said 
about the Baroque and Rococo periods, 
but here at least a flowing artistry was 
given full rein, sometimes, of course, with 
extremely comical results. This is no plea 
for the revival of the Baroque, but most 
people would like a little more ‘‘fun”’ in 
their buildings. 


As We Were? .... 

We were asked recently whether we ap- 
prove or disapprove of the ultra reaction- 
ary views expressed by ‘‘ Beachcomber ”’ 
of the Daily Hxpress on Architecture and 
Art in general. Reactionalism in Art is a 
normal function of a normal mind. Its 
existence helps to preserve a balance, and 
prevents the more advanced spirits from 
running completely amok, a natural ten- 
dency where the emotions of the young are 
involved. With Architecture, however, 
the issue is on a different footing; part art 
and part science, the scientific side of the 
question must admit to the word “ pro- 
gress,’ otherwise the tradition dies. For 
where there is no progress there is no 
tradition. 

‘‘Beachcomber’’ is a. born flayer— 
everything that has been made or invented 
less than a century ago comes well within 
his range of attack. His line of assault 
can be simply brought down to denomina- 
tions such as ‘‘ What has a metal window 
got that a double-hung sash has not got? ”’ 
or by drawing inevitable comparisons be- 
tween a metal armchair and the horse-hair 
type, or again a dotted-faced modern clock 
and a traditional beautifully wrought time- 
pisce?. . . These questions, put simply 
in this fashion, obviously score a victory 
for staying for ever as we were. But 


economics, that bugbear which’ slashing 
critics like ‘‘ Beachcomber ”’ are extremely 
chary to admit to, dictate in these days 
that nasty hard-faced little clocks are 
cheaper to make than their beautiful fore- 
bears, and metal windows can be manu- 
factured in vast numbers as compared with 
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our time-honoured friend the double-hung 
sash. We know economic necessity 1s 
ruining our whole world, but we are the 
only people who can do anything about it. 
We, at least most of us, want all those 
lovely things back again, but are content to 
sit back and bemoan the fact that they 
never will come back, and to leave it at 
that. -So many young men and women 
want to use their hands in the crafts, in 
preference to clerking, that a fair chance 
seems to be presenting itself for a renais- 
sance in the making of things which most 
of us have become accustomed to think of 
as belonging to a distant beautiful past. 


The Late Lazlo Moholy-Nagy. 

Tue death of Mr. Lazlo Moholy-Nagy, 
who worked with Professor Walter 
Gropius at the original Bauhaus at 
Weimar, is announced from Chicago. Born 
in Hungary in 1895, he was appointed 
Professor at the Bauhaus in 1923, and was 
an exponent of ~“‘‘ constructivism,” a 
development of cubism. He came to 
England in 1933 before joining Gropius in 
Chicago, where he set up the Institute of 
Design in 1938. 


Harnessing the Severn. 

A DEPUTATION from the Montgomeryshire 
County Council was received op Decem- 
ber 16 by Mr. Shinwell to discuss the har- 
nessing of the Severn. Mr. Bevan and Mr. 
Tom Williams were also present at the 
meeting, and the deputation, introduced 
by Mr. Clement Davies, K.C., M.P., 
leader of the Parliamentary Liberal Party, 
put forward a suggestion that an inquiry 
should be held by the Government to see 
if on a proper survey three problems might 
be partially solved by harnessing the upper 
reaches of the Severn and its tributaries 
in this great area.

SCHOOLS 
NEW ARCHITECTURAL DAY COURSE 
PLANNED 


Tue Royal Academy Schools of Paint- 
ing, Sculpture and Architecture which 
were founded by King George III in 1768, 
together with an annual exhibition to pro- 
vide from its admission money the means 
of maintaining the schools free of any 
charge to the students, were closed in 
June, 1940, and were reopened, after ex- 
tensive war-damage repairs, for painting 
and sculpture during the present year. 

It is now proposed to reopen the Archi- 
tecture School next month, but on a new 
plan. Instead of an evening school, in 
which the teaching was done solely by 
architect. members taking turns as visitors, 
it is to be a day-school, with one architect 
member in continuous control, though 
assisted occasionally by other members 
brought in to criticise the students’ work. 
The training will be gratuitous, as before, 
but it will be designed as a final course 
of one year for ten selected students who 
have taken a degree in architecture at one 
of the universities in Great Britain, Ire- 
land, or the Empire. : 

The main purpose of the course will be 
an intensive study of civic architecture 
and the preparation of designs for build- 
ings of national importance. Candidates 
for admission to studentship will be re- 
quired to submit portfolios of their pre- 
vious studies, and to present themselves 
for interview by the Director, and applica- 
tion may now be made to the Secretary 
of the Royal Academy, Burlington House, 
W.1. <A prize known as the Royal 
Academy Grand Prize, of the value of 
£300, -will be awarded annually for the 
project which is judged to stand highest 
among those prepared by the students 
during their year of study. 

Facilities will be given to the students 
to do work in painting, drawing and sculp- 
ture in company with students in the other 
departments of the schools, and also to 
attend lectures on the history of architec- 
ture and the fine arts. The resources of 
the Academy’s library will be always at 
their service. 

Although this course of study will be a 
departure from that of the evening school 
as it has been conducted since the founda- 
tion, the director intends to continue and 
strengthen the spirit which has informed 
the Architecture School from the begin- 
ning. Like the other faculties of painting 
and sculpture, that of architecture had 
until recently its professor—one of the 
members appointed for a term of years to 
give lectures such as would (in architec- 
ture) ‘‘form: the taste of the students, 
instruct them in the laws and principles of 
composition, point out to them the beau- 
ties or faults of celebrated productions, 
and fit them for an unprejudiced study of 
books and for a critical examination of 
structures.” 

Mr. A. E. Richardson, R.A., F.S.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., who has just retired from the 
professorship of architecture at University 
College, will now, as Professor of Archi- 
tecture in the Academy (the appointment 
is honorary), have the direction of the 
Architecture School in its new undertak- 
ing. This professorship has been in a 
ance since the retirement of Sir Reginald 
Blomfield, R.A. (1907-11). 

The new Professor, as Director of the 
School, will offer a course of study com- 
prising classical, medieval and renaissance 
architecture, with a special view to a 
mastery of the basic principles of planning 
and design, and the promotion of sound 
scholarship in the whole subject. 
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THE REBUILDING OF LE HAVRE 


By. B. S. TOWNROE, Hon. A.R.1.B.A. 


HIS summer I spent three days in the port of Le 
Havre studying plans for its rebuilding. This 
important harbour before the war had a population 

of 165,000 people, of whom over 100,000 have returned. 
The Allied bombings from the air and from British 
battleships during the days before the final surrender 
of the Germans on September 13, 1944, reduced over 509 
acres of the céntre of the city to complete ruin. Of the 
sluices in the docks not one remained intact. In the 
town 16,500 buildings were obliterated. By this summer 
the docks were open to French Liberty ships, and there 
are hopes that in 1947 the Southern Railway will again 
run a regular service. 

M. Auguste Perret has been called in to prepare the 
plan of rebuilding. He is the French architect respon- 
sible for the Modern Theatre of the Champs Elysée, the 
new Museum of Public Works and the Church of Raincy. 
He has prepared the plans for the proposed Olympic 
Stadium in Paris, the Church of Carnaux, the Air Port 
of Marigan, the Station of Amiens and the aluminium 
works at Issoire. 

One of the problems at Havre since it was created as 
a port in 1517 by King Francois I, has been the fact that 
the land is very low and near to the level of water. This 
means that cellars become quickly waterlogged, and 
there has been much trouble with the drainage system 
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in the past, and gas, electricity and 
telephones were apt to be flooded. In 
urder to avoid this dangerous position 
M. Perret proposes to raise the level 
of the centre of the town by about 
10 feet. The water pipes, sewers and 
electricity. and gas systems will be 
placed in this raised area and grouped 
together so that they can be quickly 
and easily inspected. 

As that part of Le Havre which will 
have to be rebuilt lies on level ground, 
M. Perret has adopted the strictly 
orthogonal layout. It is claimed that 
the windows facing each other at the 
nearest point, of the apex of an angle 
are less likely to admit dust and noise 
in the case of a right angle than an 
acute angle. He is planning each of 
the islets bounded by four streets so 
that on the outside there will be por- 
ticos like the Rows at Chester, under 
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which pedestrians may walk in bad 
weather. Each islet at Le Havre will 
cover an area of slightly over 2 acres. 
On the inside there will be playgrounds 
with trees and flowers on which living 
rooms and bedrooms will look out. 

Along the river front the buildings 
are not to exceed three storeys. This 
is the height of the Palais Royal. Rus- 
sian architects, too, are keeping to this 
height in the rebuilding of Leningrad. 
M. Perret claims that ancient Paris 
owed its beauty mainly to the distinc- 
tion of its vertical lines, and that the 
belfries and towers of the churches 
and public buildings in Havre will add 
a note of beauty, as they will be seen 
above the residential buildings. 

M. Perret is also urging that a flat- 
roof plan should be adopted. He takes 
the view that the amount of sunshine

received by a town of limited height, 
with flat-roofed buildings, is greater 
than in a city of ekyscrapers. 

In order to provide protection against 
gales sweeping in from the Channel, 
M. Perret has provided for a screen 
of buildings to be erected where the 
roads come down to the sea. There 
will be a commercial centre ‘and also 
a centre where the theatre will ne 
rebuilt, as well as a club and Festival 
Pavilion. 

The City Fathers of Havre claim 
that this plan is most practical, and 
that it will carry on French traditions 
of architecture dating from the reign 
of Louis XIV, as well as meeting the 
needs of a modern port likely to be 
come in the future once again one of 
the principal links between France, 
Southampton and New York.

‘The 
Official Scientific Conference followed on 
the Royal Society’s Empire Scientific Con- 
ference last July. Its primary concern 
was to discuss scientific collaboration, 
which had grown up in the Common- 
wealth during the war, and to devise 
means of ensuring its continuance and 
improvement. Consequently most of the 
resolutions are of an administrative or 
organisational aspect rather than 0 
direct scientific interest. A large number 
of resolutions were passed by the Con: 
ference and will be considered by the 
Governments of the United Kingdom, the 
Dominions and India.

Great Britain was double that of any 


European country, with the one exception 
of Belgium. * 

All the towns of this ancient land of 
ours are faced with serious problems on 
account of the great increase of road traffic 
since motor vehicles came into general 
ase. Taking London as an example, it is 
quite obvious that the roads have not kept 
pace at all with the growth of the traffic; 
the traffic therefore gets more and more 
congested, while at the same time the 
dangers of the streets have increased to 
a most alarming extent. 

The crying need at the moment is 
modern ideas and modern principles. Old 
habits die very slowly; and we are en- 
cumbered with tradition to a lamentable 
degree. As a result of our 40 years’ ex- 
perience of motor traffic certain new prin- 
ciples can—I submit—now be established. 
And then (and this is more difficult still) 
those principles must be boldly applied. 
As the scripture says, ‘‘ If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them.” 

In towns there ought, of course, to be 
a high standard of free circulation and of 
safety. The present standards are very 
far indeed from what they ought to be. 

(a) Congestion. A road journey through 
the centre of any of our big towns at a 
peak period is likely to be a mere crawl, 
on account of the congestion. This con- 
gestion indicates that road space is in- 
sufficient for the present volume of traffic. 
In computing road space it is usual to 
think in terms of “‘ lanes,’ and a road 
ought to be able to carry some 1,800— 
2,000 vehicles per lane per hour. In fact, 
we seldom reach much more than one-third 
of that figure. The reasons are (a) stand- 
ing vehicles, (b) cross currents at junc- 
tions, and (c) unequal speeds. 

(b) Road Dangers. The density (or 
frequency) of casualties is likely to be 


greatest in the centre of a great town,. 


but the severity of the casualties is likely 
to be more serious in the outlying areas, 
where speeds are greater. Road design 


and building development since the motor 


car appeared have been far from ideal. 
Ribbon development along new traffic 
roads, as well as the older roads,‘has been 
widespread. 
to increase this ribbon development, and 
the continued location of shops along traffic 
roads ‘has caused a continual increase of 
pedestrian casualties. These things have 
now to be remedied somehow. 


The Future. 

Referring to essential requirements for 
the future, the'speaker said that we should 
have :— 

(1) To EstasiisH Free Crrcunation. (a) 
The first principle seems to be this: just 
as the railways provide sidings as well as 
running roads, so the roads in our towns 
must have their sidings—in the form of 
proper accommodation for standing 
vehicles, entirely off the running lines. 
Vehicles must no longer be permitted to 
park upon and to encumber the running 


Service roads have. helped: 
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roads. The Interim Report of the Road 
Safety Committee stated that the highway 
authorities are responsible for providing 
this accommodation, and that seems to be 
the case. In London we want accommo- 
dation under squares, under parks, under 
buildings, in multi:storeyed buildings and 
on oper sites wherever available. The 
parking spaces must be at frequent inter- 
vals; the accommodation must be on the 
spot where it is wanted. 

Every one of the major roads in central 
London was built in the horse-and-cart 
era, and, quite apart from the vastly in- 
creased number of standing vehicles, the 
roads are now carrying two to three times 
the traffic for which they were built. If 
steps are not taken in the near future we 
shall either see London traffic at a stand- 
still, or a London closed to some classes 
of traffic (e.g., private cars). Either would 
be a calamity. 

(b) A second principle is that through 
traffic must be diverted from the crowded 
centre. This can best be done by means 
of an effective ring road. A ring road on 
ground level would not offer the advan- 
tage needed to induce the traffic to use it. 
Take a journey from King’s Cross to the 
Elephant : straight through the centre the 
journey takes 16 minutes. Round the 
** A” Ring of the County of London Plan 
on ground level the journey would take 
about. 20 minutes, and so would offer no 
advantage, On an elevated or sunken ring 
road it would take 7 minutes, a very great 
advantage indeed. That road at separate 
level is what is needed. We do not need 
complicated clover-leaf layouts at junc- 
tions, but simple roundabouts, crossed at 
separate level by the major road, and with 
connections between the major road and 
the roundabout by means of ramps. Once 
on the ring road, the traffic would never 
stop, despite the continual intake and 
exit. 


Relieving Central Congestion. 
Such an arrangement is bound to relieve 
central congestion, and at the same time

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it will increase the safety factor by isolat- 
ing this great body of traffic from pedes- 
trians and pedal cyclists. A ring road at 
ground level, and perhaps consisting in 
parts of roads already built and “ de: 
veloped ’’ on both sides, will not be likely 
to deflect the traffic from the centre, and 
is calculated to increase the casualty 
record. This brings us to the major prob- 
lem, that of road safety. 


(2) To Increase Road Savery. The 
town-planner has always insisted that his 
communications shall be adequate; but 
there is another aspect even more vital, 
viz., that the communications shall 
safe. Of the persons killed in road acci- 
dents in London, 60 per cent. are pedes- 
trians—or, in other words, mostly the 
local inhabitants. Re-quoting what I 
have already said so often, I submit that, 
any town so planned that its citizens are 
killed and injured in vast numbers is ob- 
viously an ill-planned town. The town- 
plan may have a thousand virtues, but on . 
the very highest level it has failed. This 
matter is one that has to be faced and 
settled. I want to stress and elaborate 
one or two principles which are of first- 
rate importance. 


(a) The nondescript road must be got 
rid of. A sharp and absolute line must 
be drawn between the traffic conduits and 
the local roads (i.e., the roads of the 
neighbourhood units, where people live, 
shop and have their business and amuse- 
ments). There should be no overlap be- 
tween the two classes of road. The overlap 
causes vast numbers of casualties. 


Three Generic Types. 

In planning for the future, therefore, we 
must take account of three generic types 
of road and three only, viz..:— 


(i) arterial, i.e., the motorways which 
are essential but are not as yet provided. 


(ii) sub-arterial, i.e., the other main 
traffic conduits—now and hereafter. 


(iii) local or minor. 

The local roads can be divided up into 
as many categories as the town-planner 
may desire (shopping, residential, etc., 
etc.), but generically—for traffic purposes 
—all such roads have the same status, 
viz., that of a local road. On arterials and 
sub-arterials, the interests of the traffic 
will be regarded as absolute; and all other 
interests must go to the wall. On local 
roads traffic considerations must be en- 
tirely subordinated to the needs of the 
local frontagers and pedestrians, and the 
main traffic streams must be kept out. 


(b) Development must be divorced from 
traffic roads. The divorce of building 
development from traffic roads can only-be 
complete in the case of new*roads, But 
we must do our very best on all existing 
traffic roads also. Any building develop- 
ment on traffic roads is an evil. The past 
cannot be undone, but the evil can be 
prevented from ‘spreading. . All existing 
roads which will be future traffic roads 
(however humble they may be at present) 
should be scheduled at once and kept en- 
tirely clear (1) of further development, 
and (2) of unnecessary new access. All 
future development must be confined to 
ad hoc local roads. Incidentally, the so- 
called service roads should be avoided 
completely. The ‘‘ service ”’ which these 
roads render is to enable ill-sited buildings 
to create ribbon-development along traffic 
roads. Traffic roads want no such service, 
that is the very worst service that could 
be given them. All local development 


should be linked to the neighbourhood unit 
to which it belongs, and ;kept quite clear 
of the traffic roads.

PANY’S Premises in the centre of 
Coventry were severely damaged by 
enemy action in November, 1940, and 
again in the early months of 1941. As 








they were engaged upon the production 
of Army motor cycles they were 
instructed to replace as quickly as 
possible the production areas which had 
been destroyed. As the site of their 


Coventry factory lay within the area 
reserved for the new Civic Centre it 
was necessary to rebuild elsewhere. A 
site on the main Coventry-Birmingham 
road at Allesley was selected, and 
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rebuilding was commenced in May, 
1941. The new factory was in full pro- 
duction in February, 1942. 

There is a gentle fall from south to 
north, and a mean level was selected 
for datum, and excavated material was 
folded over to fill the lower half of the 
site. The ultimate perimeter concrete 
service road was then laid and 


facilitated access for building materials 
during the progress of the work. 

As the greater part of the site was 
below the level of the main sewer in 
an adjoining housing estate served by 
the drainage 


its own disposal plant, 
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was designed to gravitate to a pump 
house at the north-east corner of the 
site, from which a rising main was 
taken to connect with the main sewer. 

The receiving dock for materials was 
placed’ at the south-east corner of the 
factory, and from the adjoining stores 
materials were planned to pass through 
welding department, brazing, harden- 
ing and plating. The machine shop 
occupies the greater part of the western 
half of the factory. 

After assembly the machines are 
taken down a ramp on to the service 
road and are given a severe road test.

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Having passed the final test, they are 
cleaned down on the cycle wash and 
pass out through the despatch bay at 
the north-east corner of the site. 

A separate service and repair depart- 
ment with independent access is pro- 
vided at the north-west corner of the 
factory. 

All factory services—including boiler 
house, fuel store, oil and swarf, com- 
pressor house, gas producer house and 
sub-station—are planned at the rear of 
the factory and are screened from view. : 

The two-storey office block is 
separated from the north wall of the

factory by a sound-insulating area, and 
main-road traffic is not.a disturbance 
because of the 120 ft. wide forecourt, 
which has now been levelled and 
planted. 

The factory and offices are steel- 
framed throughout and were designed 
under war-time codes, which included

the Monitor roof and the separation of 
brick walls from stanchions. The 
general arrangement of stanchions is a 
36 ft. by 30 ft. grid. The office block 
and the general north elevation is con- 
structed in 2% in. facing bricks with 
cast-stone dressings, and the remaining 
elevations are in flettons. Office floors 


and flats are in precast concrete beams. 
The main factory roofing is of asbestos 
cement sheeting. 

The general contractors were Messrs. 
Boulton and Paul, Ltd., of Norwich, 
who were also responsible for fabri- 
cating and erecting the whole of the 
structural steelwork.

NON - TIMBER HOUSES 
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“THE ROAD GOES ON” 


In spite of the excellence of our modern 
thighways—possibly because of it, as the 
author* suggests—we are inclined to take 
them for granted; and we have “lost 
something of interest, and even of 
romance, in accepting them as a means to 
an end.’’ To provide a background of 
historical interest for the modern traveller 
by road he has compiled this excellent 
anthology ; and has added as his own con- 

\ tribution—for he is evidently a versatile 
man—not only an excellent running com- 
mentary on the quotations but also a short 
introduction, a poem, a number of 
attractive vignettes,~and several maps 
printed. in two colours, showing the 
main roads of England at various dates 
from Roman times to our own. The 
anthology, however, forms the main bulk 
of the book, and is selected from a range 
of writers beginning with Geoffrey of 
Monmouth in 1139 and ending with the 
Minister of Transport in 1946. The ground 
covered is wider still, for it includes de- 
scriptions of the “green ways” and 
“* ancient trackways”’ that preceded the 
Roman roads. Some of these leisurely 
loungings may seem sadly pedestrian and 
dilatory to an impatient motorist; but to 
those who enjoy old England they are 
most welcome. 

In considering any anthology a reviewer 
naturally examines it to see whether all

Scott-Giles. The Epworth Press. 15s. net. 


the expected old favourites are included; 
or, if not, what has been omitted. Of 
well-known writers who have discoursed 
on road travel, the obvious names include 
Celia Fiennes, Pepys, Defoe, Horace 
Walpole and Cobbett among the ancients ; 
all are represented here. Dickens fur- 
nishes six extracts, including, of course, 
some from ‘‘ Pickwick.’’ Hilaire Belloc, 
as is proper, takes first place among the 
moderns; and Macaulay, Gibbon and 
Trevelyan figure among the historians. 
Boswell is quoted only once; as_ is 
Southey’s “ Life of Wesley.’’ The poets, 
too, find a place; but one looks in vain 
for ‘‘John Gilpin’? as a companion to 
that other famous horseman, Dick Turpin, 
‘whose epic ride to York is duly described. 
There must also be other possible 
claimants among modern essayists. Still, 
it is a most catholic and discriminating 
collection, not entirely restricted to the 
past, and even containing a few useful 
hints for modern planners and engineers.

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NON-TIMBER HOUSES 


OWING PRINCIPALLY TO THE EXTREME 
shortage of timber at the present time, 
and the gloomy official view that is taken 
of supply prospects, it would appear that 
to contemplate producing dwellings in vast 
numbers in the shortest possible time is 
out of the question. If we are to achieve 
our object it is quite evident that other 
methods must be adopted in construction, 
ana substitutes must be found for 
materials unobtainable. 

The design illustrated has been prepared 
by Mr. George A. Rose, F.R.1.B.A., with 
a view to eliminating the use of timber as 
far as practicable. This has been achieved 
by the adoption of a simple system of 
lightweight reinforced concrete, mhich 
takes the place of timber ordinarily em- 
ployed for carcassing work. 

The structure consists oftconcrete mem- 
bers for joists, beams, rafters, etc., all of 
which units are designed for easy handling, 
so that the work need not be held up at 
any stage. The system has been worked 
out to accord with official standards, but 
it can be adapted for mass production to 
practically any plan. The external walls 
are in cavity brickwork, and the roof is 
covered with plain tiles. The external 
appearance can be varied to suit the 
requirements of any particular locality, and 
a traditional style in architecture suited 
to this country can be retained. 

Houses designed on the lines suggested 
can, Mr. Rose claims, be erected by the 
ordinary building worker, and would com- 
pare favourably in cost with other methods 
of construction. 
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INSULATION 


OF DWELLING HOUSES 


By A. C. HUTT, A.M.I.Mech.E. 


THERE is no other single factor which 
can so effectively contribute to adequate 
comfort, combined with eeonomy in fuel, 
as the proper structural insulation of 
houses, flats and industrial buildings. 

It is generally agreed that the majority 
of houses have been very inadequately 
heated in the past. It is also recognised 
that we must conserve our national fuel 
resources and that probably a _ smaller 
quantity of fuel will te sridlaiie for heat- 
ing than has been used in the past. * 

etter heating and comfort conditions 
combined with fuel economy can only be 
effected by adopting a good standard of 
structural insulation and by using the 
more efficient heating appliances which 
are now available. 

About 75 to 80 per cent. of the heat 
required to maintain a building or room 
at a comfortable temperature goes to make 
good the heat loss or leakage of heat, 
through the walls, floor and roof. It will 
be shown that by ategine methods of 
structural insulation, this heat loss can 
be reduced by 50 per cent., and greatly 
increased comfort conditions can be 
obtained with an annual saving in fuel of 
about 20 per cent. per house. The dia- 
grams are the copyright of the London 
and Counties Coke Association. 

The adoption of a high standard of 
structural insulation only adds about 3 per 
cent. on to the cost of a house. 


Section |1.—Principles of Structural 
Insulation 


The reason for structural insulation is to 
substantially. reduce the rate at which 
heat travels from one side of the walls, 
roof and floor of a building to the other 
side and thus greatly minimise leakage of 
heat through the structure in cold weather, 
and penetration of heat from the sun in 
the summer. 

Heat is transmitted in three ways :— 

Conduction. This signifies the rate at 
which heat will pass through a material, 
for instance, three or four times the 
quantity of heat will pass through a 9 in. 
brick wall, compared to the rate of heat 
transference through 1 in. of good insulat- 
ing material. 

Radiation, This is dependent on the 
surface of the material; a smooth or bright 
metal surface reflects back radiant heat. 
Aluminium foil is the material usually 
used as a reflective insulator. 

Convection. The heat transferred to 
and from air moving over a surface which 
is hotter or colder than the air tempera- 
ture. , 

The most generally known and efficient 
example of heat insulator is the ordinary 
vacuum flask, which has a glass container 
with hollow walls and a fairly high vacuum 
in the wall space. The vacuum space 
acts practically as a non-conductor ,of 
heat, the surface of the walls are silvered 
and this reduces loss of heat by radiation, 
and as there is practically no air to cir- 
culate in the vacuum space the loss of 
heat by convection is reduced to a mini- 
mum. 

If it were possible to construct houses 
incorporating this principle in the struc- 
ture only a very small quantity of heat or 
fuel would be required to maintain a 
comfortable temperature even under the 
severest conditions. 

Next in effectiveness to a vacuum is a 





layer of still air, especially if radiation 
across it can be minimised. Air will only 
remain still when it is confined to small 
spaces or cells, and insulating materials, 
that is, materials which will only allow 
heat. to travel very slowly through them. 
They are almost invariably composed of 
minute spaces or cells, and the more 
there are of these in a given volume the 
better will be the insulation value of the 
material. For this reason it can generally 
be said that the lighter the material the 
better its insulation value or quality, 
since the ratio of the volume of air con- 
tained to that of the solid material form- 
ing the walls of the cells will be greater. 

The other system of insulation is some- 
times termed “Reflective Insulation.” 
Specially prepared aluminium foil, which 
retains a bright .surface, is usually used 
for this purpose. Either single thin 
sheets are used or a reinforced aluminium 
foil comprising a thin sheet of stiffening 
material with aluminium foil sheets 
attached to the surfaces. Aluminium foil 
is generally fixed so as to leave an air 
space between the structure of the build- 
ing and the foil so that the combined 
benefit of an air space and reflective 
insulation is obtained. 

British Thermal Unit. The British 
Thermal Unit (B.Th.U.) is the standard 
unit of heat; it is the quantity of heat 
required to raise 1 lb. of water one 
degree Fahrenheit. 

Heat Transmittance. The loss of heat 
or heat leakage through _ structural 
materials of a building is usually ex- 
rg by the symbol U, which is the 

eat (or thermal) transmittance in British 
thermal units per square foot per hour 
per degree Fahrenheit temperature differ- 
ence between the air inside and outside 
the building. 

For example, the thermal transmittance 
U of a Q in. solid brick wall plastered is 
0.43, and, commen a 20 deg. F. tem- 
perature difference between the air inside 
and outside the wall, the heat loss 
through an area of 500 sq. ft. would be 
0.43 x 500 x 20 = 4,300 B.Th.U.s per 
hour, or 103,200 B.Th.U.s per 24 hours. 

B.Th.U.s’ equivalent in fuel.. The num- 
ber of British Thermal Heat Units in, or 
the calorific value of, one pound of ordin- 
ary household coal or cexe is about 12,000 
and, as the best modern heat appliances 
have an efficiency of at least 50 per cent., 
one pound of fuel will provide about 6,000 
effective B.Th.U.s of heat. 

In the example shown above the 103,200 
B.Th.U.s heat loss would be equivalent to 


103,200 


6,000 

If an old-type open coal fire were used, 
which has an overall efficiency of only 
25 per cent. to 30 per cent., a proportion- 
ally greater quantity of fuel would be re- 
quired to make good the heat loss through 
the wall, since the effective B.Th.U.s from 
the pound of coal would only be between 
3,000 and 3,600. 

Outside air temperature. The average 
outside air temperature in the South and 
Midlands of England is generally accepted 
as being 43 deg. F. during the 26 weeks in 
the year when heating is normally re- 
quired. It is rather lower in the North 
of England. 

Inside air temperature. For a reason- 
able standard of comfort it is usually 


= 17.2]b. of fuel in 24 hours. 
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assumed that the living-room should be 
maintained at a temperature of 60 deg. F. 
to 65 deg. F. throughout the day, dropping 
to 50 deg. F. or 55 deg. F. during the 
night, and that bedrooms and other rooms 
which are used should be maintained at a 
temperature of 50 deg. F. or 55 deg. F. 
This partial heating of bedrooms is com- 
monly referred to as background heating. 

From the above it will be seen that if 
the U value for any particular structure 
is known, it is a simple matter to estimate 
the heat loss through the structure for 
any particular conditions. 


Section 2.—Standard of Structural 
Insulation 


Table 1 shows the heat loss or thermal 
transmittance ‘‘U’’ through the walls, 
ground floor, and roof of a conventional 
type of brick house, compared to figures 
in the last column for a similar house 
with walls, floor and roof of insulated 
construction to the standard as recom- 
mended in ‘‘ Heating and Ventilation of 
Dwellings ’’—Post War Building Studies 
No. 19 (H.M. Stationery Office), page 46.

From the above it will be seen that the 
heat loss through the outer structure of a 
house can be halved by adopting an in- 
sulated form of construction. 


Section 3.—Availability of Material 


There are a considerable number of 
structural insulating materials, such as 
slag wool, glass wool, aluminium foil, in- 
sulating board, wood-wool building slabs, 
etc. The outlook in May, 1946, regarding 
future supplies showed that there were 
large stocks of the principal insulating 
materials and a potential production 
capacity which could keep pace with the 
probable erection of new houses. If a good 
standard of structural insulation was 
recognised and adopted as being in the 
national interest, and if the Ministries 
concerned with housing encouraged the 
production and use of insulating materials, 
there is no doubt that sufficient could be 
made available for the adequate structural 
insulation of all new houses. 


Section 4.—Cost of Materials and 
Methods of Insulated Construction 


The cost of structural insulation 
materials and methods of construction may 
vary according to the district. A light- 
weight low conductivity material for wall 
construction, such as foamed slag concrete, 
may be used in districts where it is read- 
ily available at little or no extra cost, 
whereas, in localities where building bricks 
or concrete are more readily obtainable 
and used, other materials and methods of 
insulation can be adopted. 

Low heat conductivity insulating mat- 
erials are all light in weight and this re- 
duces transport and handling costs com- 
pared to the older and more conventional 
building materials. Any increased cost of 
insulating materials may often be offset ‘by 
the saving in cost of erection ; for instance, 
the substitution of insulating board or 
suitable low conductivity building slabs in 
place of lath and plaster may effect a 
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saving in time in fittings, which offsets the 
greater cost of the material. 

The increased cost of building a small 
house to a good or high standard of 
structural insulation will be in the order of 
£20 to £35. In other words, the cost of 
adopting a high standard of structural 
insulation will add only about 3 per cent. 
on to the cost of a house. 

The roof space of a new or existing house 
can be insulated at a cost of £5 to £7. The 
insulating material (costing £3 10s. to £5) 
can be laid in the roof space, between the 
top ceiling rafters, by unskilled labour. 


Section 5.—Advantages of Structural 
Insulation 


(a) Fuel Economy in relation to cost of 
Insulation. The average quantity of solid 
fuel used in Great Britain for domestic 

urposes has been about 4} tons per house- 
hold per annum, exclusive of the solid fuel 
used in the production of gas and elec- 
tricity for domestic purposes. 

Probably the smaller households have 
used 3} to 4 tons of solid fuel per annum, 
of which’ about 24 to 2% tons have been 
used for space heating and the remainder 
for hot water supply and cooking. 

New Houses. Building a small house 
to a good standard of structural insulation 
at an extra cost of about £20 to £35 can 
effect a saving in fuel of 10 to 15 cwt. per 
annum, or £2 to £3 fuel cost. 

New or Existing Houses. Insulating 
the roof space of a new or existing small 
house will involve an extra cost of about 
£5 to £7 and effect a saving of 4 to 5 cwt. 
of fuel per annum, or l6s. to £1 in fuel 
cost. 

Fuel Saving and Comfort. The saving 
in heat loss by adopting structural insula- 
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tion will probably not result in an equiva- 
lent saving in fuel, and, in arriving at the 
above figures, it has been assumed that 
about half of the heat saved will be utilised 
in better heating and more comfortable 
living conditions which cannot be assessed 
at a cash value and half will represent the 
actual saving in fuel used. 

(b) mater Warming of Rooms. 
Rooms which are intermittently heated 
take some time to heat up and are not 
comfortable until the inside, surface of the 
walls heats up to nearly the required air 
temperature inside the room. The time 
taken to heat up a room depends largely 
on the thermal capacity of the walls, that 


‘is the quantity of heat they absorb in 


warming up. 

As an example a room with a plastered 
brick wall which has a high thermal cap- 
acity may take 14 hours to warm up, 
whereas the addition of a thin layer of 
insulating material of low heat capacity 
will reduce the time of warming up to half 
an hour, which represents both convenience 
and a considerable saving in fuel con- 
sumption. 

(c) Room Temperatures. It is too 
commonly assumed that if the air tempera- 
ture in a room is maintained at 60 deg. F. 
or 65 deg. F. the room would be well 
heated and comfortable; but this is not 
necessarily the case. If the heat loss 
through the walls of the room is high the 
temperature of the surface of the walls wil] 
be considerably lower than the air temp- 
erature in the room, and this will produce 
a chilling effect. Under winter conditions 
it is necessary to maintain the temperature 
of the inside air at about 5 deg. F. higher 
in a room with 9 in. plastered brickwork 
than in one with walls of recommended in- 
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sulated construction, in order to give a 
similar feeling of comfort. 

(d) Cooler Houses in Summer. Just 
as insulated construction reduces the out- 
ward loss of heat from a building in the 
winter, so also it retards the penetration 
of heat into the building on hot summer 


‘ days, with a result that the building keeps 


cooler and more comfortable. 

(e) Ventilation and Health. Inefficient 
and inadequate means of heating, particu- 
larly bedrooms, has resulted in many 
people sleeping with windows and doors 
tightly closed. The inadequate ventilation 
under these conditions is certainly detri- 
mental to health. On the other hand, it 
is wasteful to allow heat to escape un- 
necessarily through open windows. Ven- 
tilation should be planned so as to en- 
sure sufficient air entering and leaving the 
building to give healthful conditions with- 
out causing draughts. j 

(f) Sound Insulation. The desirability 
of reducing sound penetration, particularly 
through partition walls and through floors 
of flats, is beginning to be recognised. It 
is not intended to deal with the principles 
of sound insulation except to point out that 
many structural insulation materials may 
be fitted in such a way that they combine 
both thermal and sound insulating forms 
of construction. Further information on 
this point can be obtained from the manu- 
facturers of structural insulating materials. 

(g) Heating Period Reduced. In early 
and late winter it is often comparatively 
warm during the day but it becomes chilly 
in the eyenings, so that a fire is required. 
fn a house built to a good standard of 
insulated construction the indoor tempera- 
ture does not change nearly so quickly with 
a fall in the outside temperature and fires 
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may be unnecessary until a week or two 
later in the autumn, and may be dispensed 
with a week or two earlier in the spring, 
resulting in an appreciable saving in fuel. 

(h) Avoidance of Condensation. In a 
well insulated structure there is little dif- 
ference between the wall surface and air 
temperature. This greatly decreases the 
possibility of condensation and damage to 
interior decoration. 


Section 6.—Methods of Insulation 


Some of the principal and _ typical 
methods of insulating ground floors, walls 
and roofs will be described. The illus- 
trations show the heat transmission U 
through various structures, and there are 
tables showing the heat loss equivalent 
in cwt. of fuel per annum per 500 sq. it. 
of typical forms of insulated structure. ~ 

Heat losses are given in cwt. of fuel, 
because the significance of the figures 
can be more readily appreciated than 
would be the case if they were given in 
terms of. British Thermal Units. 

The figures for heat losses are given per 
500 sq. ft. of floor, wall or roof, because 
the ground floor and roof area of a small 
house are each about 450 to 500 sq. ft., 
and it also happens that the wall area of 
the ground or first floor of a smal] semi- 
detached house is about 500 sq. ft., as 
the length of the three exposed walls is 
about 65ft. and the rooms are about 
8 ft. high, 65 x 8 = 520 sq. ft. There 
will be more than 20ft. of window space 
aot affected by insulation. 

Examples of heat losses for ordinary and 
insulated houses are given in Section 7. 


(a) Ground Floors. The heat loss 
through ordinary ground floors is not 
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as great as that through walls or roof, 
but a cold floor may the cause 
of considerable discomfort. The desira- 
bility of insulating the floor assumes 
greater importance, because for some time 
to come it will be difficult to obtain 
adequate carpets, which have provided a 
reasonable heat insulating cover to floors 
in the past. 

The following are typical of some of the 
simplest and best methods of insulating 
the ground floor :— 

Figure 1f shows the heat loss through 
l-in. (nominal) tongued and _ grooved 
boarding on timber joists, ventilated 
under and covered with linoleum. 

Figure la shows a l-in. (nominal) wood 
block floor on concrete on ground. 

Figure 1b shows the method of draping 
reinforced aluminium foil over the floor 
joists, allowing it to droop about 2 in. 

low the top of the joists, and then nail- 
ing down the floor in the ordinary way. 
A higher degree of insulation is obtained 
by using two sheets, with an air space 
between each. 

Figure 1c shows a simple but probably 
more expensive method of draping a quilt 
of glass wool, slag wool or eel grass over 
the joists and nailing down the floor with 
the blanket nipped between the floor 
boards and joists. 

It may be. of interest to note that this 
method of nailing down a quilt of insu- 
latmg material below a floor is a usual 
way of obtaining a high degree of sound 
insulation through the floors of adjacent 
flats. 

Figure 1d. A reinforced bitumen roof- 
ing felt is draped over the floor joists and 
the drooping sheet between the joists is 
filled up to floor level with insulation

material such as slag wool or glass wool, 
and the floor then nailed down.. 

Figure le. This shows a method of 
laying felt, or insulating board, across the 
floor joists. If felt is used it may be 
desirable to support the felt on a sheet of 
reinforced bitumen roofing felt. 

The methods of inntiating described 
will reduce the heat transmittance U from 
0.35 to 0.15. 

(b) Walls. Walls of low heat conduc 
tivity may be constructed either by: 

1. The use of low conductivity build- 
ing materials. 

2. Providing air spaces in the walls. 

3. The addition of suitable insulating 
lining to ordinary brick or concrete walls. 

Or by a combination of these methods. 

Walls of Low Conductivity Material. 
Figure 2.—There are various low-conduc- 
tivity building materials which may be 
used in place of brickwork, as follows :— 

Foamed Slag Concrete. This is a light- 
weight concrete made with special slag 
aggregate. It has almost the same 
structural strength as ordinary concrete, 
and may be obtained in blocks, or for cast- 
ing in situ. Owing to its light weight 
it does not require heavy shuttering, and 
light shuttering or expanded metal in a 
wood frame can be used. Production of 
this material in 1946 was sufficient for 
building about 8,000 houses per annum 
with expanding output. 

Expanded clay and no-fines concrete. 
These are other forms of low conductivity 
concrete which have been used. 

Breeze blocks’ and breeze concrete. 
These have been used for many years, and 
their conductivity is lower than that of 
ordinary bricks, but the structural 
strength is low. 
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Figure 2 shows various types of wall 
construction, the thermal transmittance 
U is shown against each. The last three 
columns show the heat leakage or loss 
expressed in terms of fuel per annum 
through the outer walls or rooms main- 
tained at different’ temperatures through- 
out the six winter months. 

The heat leakage through 500 sq. ft. 
outer 9-in. brick wall of a room maintained 
at 60 deg. F. will be equivalent to 
23.8 cwt. of fuel per annum, whereas with 
the best type of insulated wall it will 
be only 6.1 cwt. The difference in heat 
loss is equivalent to a saving of 23.8— 
.1 = 17.7 cwt. fuel per annum. 

If the living-room were maintained at 
60 deg. F. during the day and 50 deg. F. 
during the night, the saving would be 
equivalent to 12.9 cwt. of fuel per annum 

r 500 sq. ft. of outside’ wall. 

Brick Walls with Insulating Lining, 
Figure 3b.—In many cases ordinary brick 
is the most readily obtainable material for 
walls, and Figure 3a shows some typical 
methods of insulating such walls. 

The cost of providing and fitting this 
type of insulation usually ranges from 8d. 
to 1s. 2d. per sq. ft. In cases where 
a lining of hard board is adopted, no 
plastering is required and, therefore, the 
cost of this can be offset against the cost 
of insulating lining. 

Concrete Panel Walls with Insulated 
Lining, Figure 3a.—A number of steel- 
framed houses are being erected with 
concrete panel walls about 2in. thick; the 
heat loss through these walls is high 
(U = 0.78) and such walls must be insu- 
lated. Some typical methods of ‘insula- 
tion are shown in Figure 3b. 

The upper illustration, Figure 3a, shows 
the effect of fitting a single reinforced 
aluminium foil sheet with an air space 
each side of it. If two aluminium foil 
sheets are fitted 3 in. apart, forming three 
air spaces, the U value would be reduced 
to 0.12. 

The centre illustration, Figure 3a, 
shows the method of insulating with slag 
wool, glass wool, or other suitable insulat- 
ing material. When using such materials 
it is necessary to fit a sheet of aluminium 
foil, or suitable moisture-proof building 
paper, to form a ‘‘ moisture barrier,” 
otherwise there is a possibility of moisture 
condensing on the inside of the concrete 
panel. 

The cost of such installation is 8d. to 
1s. 2d. per square foot, but the cost of 
plastering is avoided if the inner lining 
is in the form of panels or hard board, or 
insulating board, which do not require 
any plaster finish. 

Walls of Steel or Asbestos Sheets with 
Insulating Lining, Figure 3a.—The heat 
loss through steel or asbestos sheets is 
very high (U = 0.9 to 1.3). The method 
of insulating such walls is similar to that 
adopted for 2-in. concrete panel walls (see 
Figure 3b). It is of interest to note that 
the aluminium temporary houses have 
walls comprising an outer and inner skin 
of aluminium with 4-in. foamed slag con- 
crete poured between them. 

Windows.—The heat loss through single 
glazing is high (U0 =1.00), and for a 
room in an exposed position with a large 
window area it will be advisable to con- 
sider the use of double windows which 
will reduce the heat loss by half. The 
second pane of glass should be fixed in a 
removable or hinged frame to enable all 
surfaces to be accessible for cleaning. A 
‘removable frame can be stored during the 
summer months when its use is un- 
necessary. 

Conditions where Insulation of Walls is 
particularly desirable.

Insulating Tiled Roofs. 


Houses.)—There are circumstances where 
a high standard of insulated construction 
is especially needed, for. instance, the wall 
of a living-room exposed to strong north 
or east winds particularly requires to be 
well insulated. It is in some cases im- 
possible to keep such a living-room warm, 
even by using a wasteful amount of fuel, 
because an exposed east or north wall con- 
ducts heat away so rapidly that the sur- 
face is cold and chills the occupants. The 
obvious remedy is to adopt an insulated 
form of construction, or, in the case of 
existing houses, to line the very exposed 
walls with insulating materials, as shown 
in Figure 3b. 

It is impossible adequately to heat a 
large room exceeding 200 sq. ft. with an 
open fire, particularly if it has a large 
area of windows or outside walls facing 
north or east. In such a room one can be 
‘* roasted ’’ in front by radiant heat from 
a large open fire and stil] have an uncom- 
fortably cold and chilly back. Provision 
of an insulated lining to the exposed 
walls will effect a great improvement, 
though to make a room really comfortable 
it may be necessary to fit a modern 
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efficient convector open fire with back 
boiler, coupled to hot-water pipes and 
radiators suitably fixed round two walls 
of the room. This equalises the heat distri- 
bution and will effect an economy in fuel. 

(c) Roof Insulation (New or Existin 
The roof space of new an 
most existing houses can be easily insulated 
without skilled labour. The heat losses. 
from the upper rooms of a house, through 
the plaster ceiling, roof space and ordinary 
tiled roofs, also the heat loss of a room 
insulated to the standard as recommended 
in “‘ Heating and Ventilation of Dwell- 
ings ’’—Post-War Building Studies, No. 
19 (H.M. Stationery Office), page 46, are 
given in Table 2. 

The last two columns show the heat 
loss, or leakage, through roof expressed im 
terms of cwt. of fuel per annum. The 
loss is shown per 500 sq. ft. of roof area, 
as this is the size of roof of an ordinary 
small house. It will be seen that if a 
bedroom is maintained at 50 deg. the 
effect of insulating the roof space below 
a plain tiled roof will save leakage of heat 
equivalent to 12.8—4.5 cwt., or 8.3 cwt. 
of fuel per annum.

The figures for heat loss in this table, 
and also throughout this memorandum, are 
based on a heating period of 26 weeks per 
year. 

The better class of roof construction 
has in the past been boarded, but timber 
for this purpose is unlikely to be avail- 
able for some considerable time to come. 

The simplest and cheapest method ‘of 

reducing the heat loss through the roofs 
of new or existing houses is to lay suit- 
able insulation material in the roof space 
between the joists and on top of the 
plaster ceiling (see Figure 4). Suitable 
-insulating material can be supplied e‘ther 
in the form of [loose material, sheets of 
varioug thickness, or in the form of quilts 
or sheets for-draping over the ceiling 
rafters. 

Insulating materials laid in these ways 
will reduce the heat loss as follows :—

A more detailed list of methods of insu- 
lation and heat loss equivalent in cwt. of 
fuel per annum is given in Table 3. 

Methods of roof insulation are illus- 
trated in Figure 4 as follows :— 

Loose Materials, Figure 4a.—There are 
various materials, such as slag wool, glass 
wool, granular expanded mica, etc., which 
can be spread between the ceiling joists. 

Sheet Material, Figure 4c.—These in- 
elude slag wool, bitumen bonded glass 
wool, etc. Sheets may be cut to fit be- 
tween ceiling joists. 

Quilted Material, Figure 4d.—Kel grass, 
glass wool, slag wool, etc., can be obtained 
in the form of a quilt suitable for draping 
over the ceiling joists. 

Aluminium Foil, Figure 46.—Kither one 
or two-sheets of reinforced aluminium foil 
may be draped over the ceiling joists, 
leaving a 1-in. air space between the ceil- 
ing and foil sheet, and if two sheets of 
foil are fitted there should be 1-in. air 
space between them. 


New Houses, Figure 4e.—In new house 
construction, as an alternative to the 
methods of insulating the roof space, 
insulating boards or slabs, such as wood- 
wool building slabs, may be used in place 
of a lath and plaster ceiling below the 
roof space. The higher cost of these 
boards or slabs may be offset by @ saving 
in labour for fixing. Wood-wool building 
slabs have a very good key surface for a 
plaster finish. 

An example of heat losses through an 
ordinary roof and equivalent saving in 
fuel by insulating the roof space is given 
under Section 7. 


Section 7.—Examples of Savings in 
Heat Loss and Fuel 


(a) Through Roof (new or existing 
houses). e following example shows 
saving in fuel which may be effected by 
fitting insulation between the ceiling joists 
in the attic or roof space of a Bm ouse

From the above figures it will be seen 
that in a house built to a good standard 
of insulated construction the inside 
temperature could be maintained at 5 deg. 
F. Gale throughout and at the same 
time a saving of fuel of 18 cwt. per annum 
could be effected. 


Section 8. — Good Architectural 
Practice for Heating and Comfort 
Conditions 


To obtain good heating and comfort con- 
ditions with economy in fuel, it should 
be regarded as thoroughly bad architec- 
tural practice if plans and specifications 
do not provide for :— 

(a) A standard of structural insulation as 
specified in Section 4 at an extra 
charge, if necessary, of three to four 
per cent. on the cost of the house. 


(b) All cooking, space heating and water 
heating appliances to have a thermal 
efficiency of at least 50 per cent. 


Section 9.—Factory Insulation 


It is not the —_ of this memorandum 
to deal generally with the matter of factory 
insulation, though structural insulation of 
factories is equally as important as that of 
houses; in fact, the heat loss per square 
foot from the usual factory structures is 
greater than from houses, and therefore 
the savings which can be effected are 
greater. The structural insulation of fac- 
tories is dealt with fully in ‘‘ Thermal 
Insulation of Buildings ’’—Fuel Efficiency 
Bulletin No. 12—obtainable from the 


Ministry of Fuel and Power. 

The following are a few salient points 
regarding structural insulation and sav- 
ings in fuel :— 

1. The majority of factory roofs are of 
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corrugated asbestos cement . sheet; 
Thermal Transmittance U — 1.4. By 
lining such roofs with 4 in. .insulating 
board, or other suitable material, the U 
Value is reduced to 0.38. 

2. The cost of providing insulating lining 
is 6d..to 9d. per square foot applied to 
a new factory in course of erection, and 
about 9d. to 1s. 3d. per square foot for 
fitting to an existing factory. 

3. Lining 500 square feet of corrugated 
roof will effect a saving in heat losses 
equivalent to 24 tons of fuel, or, say, 
£7 10s. in fuel cost. 

The approximate cost of lining is as 
follows :— 

New Factory 

500 sq. ft. at 9d. = £18 15 0. 
Old Factory 

500 sq. ft. at 1/3d. = £31 5S 0. 
It will be seen from these figures that the 
extra cost of structural insulation of a new 
factory will be repaid in 24 years by sav- 
ings in fuel cost, and the cost of applying 
insulation to an existing factory will be 
repaid in four years. 

In some cases the cost of structural 
insulation of a new factory will be offset 
completely by the reduction in size and 
cost of the heating plant required. 
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5. Structural insulation will make ‘a 
factory more comfortable and this should 
be conducive to better output. 


Structural Insulation Association. 

The Minister of Fuel and Power has re- 
cently given a great stimulus to the recog- 
nition of the need of proper thermal insu- 
lation of buildings in view of the urgent 
necessity for fuel conservation. The 
Structural Insulation Association, there- 
fore, has been formed of representatives 
from ten different industries, all producing 
structural insulating materials, with the 
object of raising’ the standard of thermal 
insulation in all types of buildings and to 
proyide a source of general information 
and assistance on thermal insulation 
materials and their availability. The ten 
industries represented in this Association 
are :— 

Aluminium Foil 

Asbestos 

Compressed Felt 

Corkboard 

Eel Grass 

Fibre Building Boards 

Foamed Slag 

Glass Silk 

Slag Wool, Mineral Wool

P.A.Y.E. 
SUGGESTED SIMPLIFICATION 


WE have received the following com- 
munication on this subject from Kent and 
Sussex Contractors, Ltd., of Erith, Kent : 

It is admitted by the Government that the 
coming alteration to the system of calculat- 
ing P.A.Y.E. throws more work on em- 
ployers. The present arrears in tax assess 
ments and the success of the P.A.Y.E. sys- 
tem, as a whole, make it probable that still 
more work will be put on employers in the 
future. The building industry is one of 
those that suffer most because of the large 
number of changes in jobs; it is estimated 
that during the first half of the current 
tax-year in this industry, 400 men were 
taken on and paid off per average pay roll 
of 100, excluding transfers from one job 
to another within the same concern. A 
last minute protest by the Employers’ 
Federations, ending in a grudging com- 
promise, is not a satisfactory solution to 
each additional burden proposed by the 
Government. What is needed is a bolder 
plan prepared co-operation amongst the 
employers, and in this the building 
industry is well organised to take a lead. 

Suggestions have already been put for- 
ward by Mr. J. Clayton, A.C.A., and 
others, that work in connection with the 
new National Insurance Act, which will 
also involve employers in more administra- 
tive work, could be linked up with the 
administration of P.A.Y.E. and _ other 
schemes, and the whole work greatly sim- 
plified. It is possible to draw up such 
a simplified system, provided that the 
Government will agree to certain changes 
in principle. In brief outline these are 
as follows :— 

(1) Fixed Weekly Allowances. Personal 
allowances for income tax purposes are at 
present fixed at a round sum for each year, 
e.g., £50 is deducted from income for each 
* child. Since P.A.Y.E. was introduced the 
majority of taxpayers have had their tax 
calculated weekly instead of annually. 
Thus, the allowance would be more 
simple to calculate if if was fixed: at £1 
per week off taxable income, or better still, 
say, 5s. per week off tax. 

(2) Rates of Tax. Originally there was 
only one rate for income tax. In 1945-46 
the first £165 of taxable income was taxed 
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at 6s. 6d. in the £, and the balance at 
10s. In 1946-47 a third rate at 3s. in the 
£ was introduced for the lower incomes. 
This greatly ‘complicates calculating 
P.A.Y.E., and it is possible to achieve 
practically the same result by a system 
based on fixed allowances per week, and 
tax to be deducted at a simple flat rate 
on weekly earnings. 

(3) Harned Income. Naturally, P.A.Y.E. 
comes under this heading, yet the 
‘* standard ’’ rate of tax each year is still 
fixed at 10s. or 9s. in the £ on unearned 
income, and an allowance of one-tenth or 
one-eighth is given if the income is earned. 
In effect, this means that tax on weekly 
earnings has to be calculated at. 9s. less 
124 per cent., or some such equally com- 
plicated figure. Making a rate of 5s. or 
10s. on earned income and 5s. 6d. or 11s 
on unearned income eliminates the use of 
tax tables or, at the worst, needs only an 
ordinary ready reckoner. 


(4) Inspectors of Taxes Office. When 
income tax was calculated annually, the 
inspector in charge of a taxpayer’s records 
was usually the one situated nearest to 
the taxpayer’s place of work. The result 
of changing to P.A.Y.E. and making the 
employer the weekly assessor and collector 
has been in practice to cause a taxpayer’s 
records to pass from one inspector’s office 
to another every time a man changes his 
job, with certain exceptions, which have 
made the system more complicated. It is 
submitted that a large part of any in- 
spector’s mail-bag consists of forms and 
records passing in and out in an attempt 
to catch up with a man’s present location ; 
also that a large number of these relate 
to workmen whose incgmes are not 
sufficient to make them liable to tax at all. 
Subject to a right to change his inspector 
a limited number of times, and facilities 
for calling on his local inspector by 
appointment to discuss his difficulties, a 
man’s records should remain with the 
same tax office, and the address of this 
should be shown on his national insurance 
card which he takes with him from job 
to job. 

The object behind the above suggestions 
is to make the employer’s work more 
simple, so that figures can be supplied 
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to the Inland Revenue more accurately and 
promptly, and dealt with generally at less 
cost to both sides. When P.A.Y.E. was 
first started, the intention was to deduct 
tax weekly with reasonable accuracy, so 
that on calculating the tax liability at the 
end of the year there would be only a 
small balance of tax payable. It has-been 
found in practice, however, that mainly 
due t6 the passing of records from one 
office to another, the annual ‘‘ balancing 
up ”’ has fallen into 12-18 months’ arrears. 
The recent increase in the number of codes 
and other changes show that the authori- 
ties are attempting to correct this by mak- 
ing P.A.Y.E. deduction more accurate, 
so as to render the annual balancing up 
of less importance. For the employer this 
means a more complicated system, and 
for the taxpayer it tends to result in his 
being over-taxed rather than under-taxed, 
while for all parties concerned it is not 
satisfactory that there should be a large 
number of records left without proper. con- 
trol and adjustment. 

The proposed simplified gsystem. of a 
flat rate of tax and fixed weekly allow- 
ances has obvious advantages. There is 
no need to keep cumulative totals of earn- 
ings and tax, with all the complications 
arising from P.45 and P.46 forms; a 
‘total ’’ check on tax deducted, at the 
foot of the wages sheet, is possible be- 
cause it is at a constant flat rate; and 
tax tables are eliminated. A further 
advantage is that the tax on overtime 
earnings remains still at the flat rate, and 
it does not result in the well-known com- 
plaint of those who, through being near 
the margin between one rate and another, 
find that their extra earnings are taxed 
at a discouragingly high rate. 

The system also opens the way to pay- 
ments under the Family Allowances Act, 
being combined with a voluntary allow- 
ance by the workman to his wife each 
week, without the dual administration 
which exists at present. In other words, 
the fixed allowances paid under P.A.Y.E. 
as a set-off against the flat rate of tax 
can be switched by the taxpayer to his 
wife’s records. 


It can be shown that this system will 
result in tax being fairly apportioned 
between the lower and higher incomes in 
the same way as at present within reason- 
able accuracy, and that the annual balanc- 
ing and control can be done quickly in 
the majority of cases by routine clerical 
labour. This, however, is subject to the 
rates and allowances being fixed by the 
annual Finance Act, and any other Acts 
which may be brought under the same 
administration, with special regard to the 
importance of simplicity in administration. 

The greatest volume of the administra- 
tive work lies in weekly calculation, col- 
lecting and paying, and therefore the 
amounts so fixed must be based on weekly 
periods, with a reference to the annual 
totals for accounting, actuarial, economic 
and political considerations only. The four 
main changes in principle already men- 
tioned can be effected without. changing 
the present system of deducting tax by 
reference to tables and cumulative totals. 
The remaining changes could be made 
gradual and, in fact, the alterations which 
come into force next April are a step in 
the right direction, if coupled with those 
suggested above. Furthermore, it can be 
shown that if similar principles are 
adopted with reference to contributions 
and benefits under the National Insurance 
Act, a combination of these with P.A.Y.E. 
deductions and allowances would not 
cause any great difficulty, but would save 
an enormous amount of office work. 
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FIRE-GRADING OF 
BUILDINGS 


POST-WAR BUILDING STUDY NO. 20 

Tue underlying principles of fire pro- 
tection in buildings are reviewed in a 
report® just published. ‘The object of 
fire-grading of buildings is to assign suit- 
able fire precautions to a building in order 
to ensure an adequate standard of safety 
in relation to its fire hazard. There are 
many aspects to this problem, but this 
report covers primarily the question of 
constructing buildings so as to limit spread 
of fire in them, to avoid collapse of the 
structure and to minimise the risk of fire 
spread from building to building. Other 
matters such as means of escape and fire 
fighting installations will be dealt with in 
succeeding parts. 

The problem is an old one, and many 
of the principles covered by this part of 
the Report are well established in fire 
protection engineering, ¢.g., the use of fire- 
resisting external and separating walls and 
the protection of openings therein, the 
limiting of the height and size of build- 
ings and of compartments of buildings, the 
provision in the building of manual and 
automatic means of extinguishing fires, 
‘etc. 

When incombustible materials were first 
introduced into the internal construction 
of a building it was thought that the prob- 
lem of preventing collapse of the structure 
had been solved. Early experiences 
quickly disposed of that idea and led to 
the study of fire resistance, which has 
become a major item in building science, 
and for which standard tests are now 
available in B.S.476. It is in that con- 
nection that the report introduces what 
is, so far as this country is concerned, a 
new principle, which can be described as 
the ‘fire load’’ principle. It enables 
buildings of fire-resisting construction to 
be designed against risk of collapse accord- 
ing to the ‘‘ fire load ’’’ they may have to 
carry. It is comparable with the cus- 
tomary methods of designing a building 
according to its structural loading. 

The ‘‘ fire load” of a building is simply 
the number of British Thermal Units 
(B.Th.U.’s) which could be liberated per 
sq. ft. of floor area by the combustion 
of the! contents and combustible parts of 
the building itself. Buildings may thus 
be graded according to fire load and 
through studies made in this country dur- 
ing the war of the effects of actual fire 
due to different fire loads it is possible 
to lay down what grade of fire resistance 
as defined in B.S.476 is necessary to pre- 
vent collapse. Thus, it is indicated in 
the Report that the effect of a fire in a 
building having a fire load not exceeding 
100,000 B.Th.U.’s/sq. ft., called a ‘‘ low 
fire load,’’ is approximately equal to 
one hour exposure in the standard test; 
200,000 B.Th.U.’s/sq. ft., a ‘‘ moderate 
fire load ’’ to two hours’ exposure, and 
400,000 B.Th.U.’s/sq. ft. a ‘‘ high fire 
load,’”’ to four hours’ exposure. 

As a guide to the user, the Report 
indicates some of the occupancies which 
fali into the different grades, and defines 
three types of construction which have the 
minimum fire resistance in relation to the 
fire loads necessary if collapse is to be 
prevented. These are described as fully

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protected types, which means that after a 
complete burn-out of the contents of any 
compartment the fire is restricted to the 
compartment, and all the main structural 
parts of the building should still stand vir- 
tually unimpaired as regards stability. The 
report appreciated that it would be im- 
practicable to make every building fully 
protected, and accordingly grades other 
types of construction including those in 
which combustible materials are used in 
structural elements. 

The Report proceeds to a study of the 
controversial question of size limitation, 
and sets out the recommendations ‘of the 
committee for the maximum size of 
divisions and compartments of buildings 
according to the fire load and type of con- 
struction. The section on exposure hazard 
includes reference to the town planning 


. aspects of fire protection and to the Ameri- 


can practice of  fire-zoning cities. 
Generally, modern practice in town plan- 
ning as a means of fire protection is 
endorsed, but attention is drawn to the 
risks created by use zoning of land lead- 
ing to aggregations ef industrial buildings. 
The Report indicates that adequate pro- 
tection can generally be afforded by struc- 
tural methods and fire fighting, and no 
specific recommendations are, therefore, 
made as to fire zoning and town planning. 
Some recommendations do, however, bear 
indirectly on that aspect.” 

Section II of the Report covers fire pre- 
cautions in the construction of one- and 
two-storey houses. The development in 
methods of construction, differing sig- 
nificantly from the traditional brick 
house} called for review of the whole ques- 
tion, and whilst, as far as possible, the 
brick house has been used as a_ back- 
ground, the standards proposed are partly 
based on underlying principles. Thus, in 
the past, party walls have been built of 
G-in. solid brickwork, which gives a fire 
resistance of at least six hours, sufficient 
to resist the effects of a warehouse fire. 
This is more than is necessary for the fire 
load in a small house, and on the basis 
of that principle the Committee recom- 
mends a minimum fire resistance of one 
hour, though it points out that an in- 
creased resistance may be necessary in 
certain cases. 

The Report includes a number of appen- 
dices, of which Appendix VI, giving a list 
of the fire resistance gradings of some 
walls and floors and protected steelwork, 
is of practical importance. 


FIRE RESEARCH 

The establishment of a tomprehensive 
Fire Research Organisation was an- 
nounced by Sir Edward Appleton, G.B.E., 
K.C.B., F.R.S., Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
when he addressed a Press conference at 
the Institution of Civil Engineers, on Tues- 
day, December 17. H.M. Government, 
through the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, will establish . the 
organisation jointly with the Fire Offices’ 
Committee, an association of fire insur- 
ance companies, and for purposes of day-to- 
day administration will overate as a normal 
organisation of the D.S.I.R. <A Fire 
Research Board has been appointed jointly 
by the D S.I.R. and the F.0.C. Members 
of the Board are: Chairman, Lord Fal- 
mouth, C.I.E.E., M.I.Mech.E. Mem. 
bers: Dr. S. F. Barclay; Mr. J. W. Berry; 
Mr. E. L. Bird, M.C., A.R.I.B.A.; Sir 
George Burt, F.1.0.B.: Dr. 8S. F. Dorey, 
('.B.E., M.Inst.C.E.; Dr. P. Dunsheath, 
(.B.E., M.I.E.E.: Mr. A. J. Makins; Air- 
(Commodore G. Powell; Mr A. S. Pratten, 
O.B.E., G.M.; Sir William Stanier, 


F.R.S., M.I.Mech.E.; Professor D. fT. A.

The members of the Board serve in their 
personal capacity and not as representa- 
tives of any organisation to which they 
may happen to belong. 


Str Epwarp Appieton explained that 
the Fire Research Organisation was some- 
thing entirely new in relations between 
Government and industry. It was a joint 
organisation, in which industry and the 
Government were partners. The cost 
would be shared equally between them. 
The organisation would be responsible for 
the conduct of research on aspects of 
the prevention and extinction of fires, on 
the safety of life in fires and the mitigation 
of damage, except that on the fire resist- 
ance of buildings the organisation would 
collaborate with the Building Research 
organisation of D.S.I.R., where much 
research on this subject had already been 
done. 


A Fire Research Station will be jointly 
established as a normal organisation of 
D.S.LR., and the capital cost was likely 
to be of the order of £75,000 to £100,000, 
and the ultimate annual running cost up to 
£50,000, both shared equally between the 
D.S.1.R. and the Fire Offices’ Committee. 
As part of their contribution to the capital 
cost, the F.0.C. would transfer their fire 
testing station at Elstree to the Govern- 
ment. Mr. S. H. Clarke,M.Se., who for the 
last six years has been working on fire prob- 
lems in the Ministry of Home Security, 
has been appointed Director of Fire 
Research. Research will be carried out 
on all aspects of fire, but the following are 
the broad subjects on which research will 
be undertaken, although it will be for the 
Fire Research Board to make a selection 
and allot priority of work: (1) Research 
on fire prevention, 7.e., research on 
methods of preventing the occurrence of 
fires. (2) Research on fire fighting, i.e., 
research on methods of extinguishing fires 
and on equipment. (3) Research on fire 
protection of buildings, z:e., on the fire 
resistance of buildings, properties of build- 
ing materials, and elements of structure; 
safety of life in fires, e.g., means of 
escape, the prevention of the spread of 
fire within buildings and from building 
to building. (4) Research on other fire 
hazards, ¢.g., ships, aircraft, special 
industrial hazards. 


Building Licences: Explanatory Leaflet. 


A leaflet prepared at the request of 
fecal authorities, who feel that some 
official] note on the reasons for licensing 
restrictions should be available for issue 
by Licensing Officers at the time when 
applications are rejected, has_ recently 
been issued by the Ministry of Health. 
The leaflet points out that after six years 
vf war the whole building labour force 
could be employed on nothing else but 
repairs and maintenance, yet hundreds 
of thousands of families urgently need 
homes. Therefore the Government has 
had to ask local authorities to restrict 
the issue of building licences so as to 
free contractors and building operatives 
for work that provides additional 
dwellings, 


** Controlled’? Water Areas. 


Three Orders made under Section 14 
of the Water Act, 1945, have now become 
operative after the statutory period 
before Parliament. These are in respect 
of the Luton area, the Lee Valley and 
South-West Essex. The general effect 
of the Orders is that in future in these 
specified areas no wells or bore-ho'es for 
the abstraction of water may be sunk or 
extended without licence being obtained 
from the Minister of Health. 








FEDERATION OF REGIS- 
TERED HOUSE-BUILDERS 


ANNUAL LUNCHEON AND 
CONFERENCE 


Mr. Georce Tomutnson, Minister of 
Works, wag guest of honour at the annual 
luncheon of the Federation of Registered 
House-Builders, held at the May Fair 
Hotel on December 18. The chair was 
taken by Mr. Roy W. King, President. 

In proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Govern- 
ment,’ THe Presmwent said that local 
authorities at the end of October had 
111,000 permanent houses building, while 
private enterprise had 32,500, or approxi- 
mately one-third. Yet the figures for houses 
completed showed that only 3 per cent. of 
the authorities’ houses were actually 
finished, while private enterprise had com- 
pleted 12 per cent.; if the country was 
indeed in dire need of houses, should not 
the job be given to the private builders who 
knew how to use their material and com- 
plete at a higher rate? Timber was in short 
supply, and instead of what there was 
being spread over local authorities’ houses 
it would be better in the hands of private 
builders, who knew how to complete the 
houses more quickly. Local authorities 
had, in effect, no completion date. 

‘‘There is an enormous number of un- 
employed house-builders throughout the 
country,” continued the President. “‘Is 
the Government going to tackle the ques- 
tion of employing them? These builders 
would get the materials by hook or by 
crook by virtue of their more flexible 
methods.’’ (Laughter.) 


Compulsory Purchase Order. 
House-building was affected by several 
Ministries, especially by the Ministry of 
Health. He would like (said the Presi- 
dent) to pay tribute to Sir Jonah Walker- 
Smith and’ Mr. Norman Walls for their 
work in getting: Circular 92/46 through, by 
which builders were enabled to build 
houses for sale to local authorities. More 
matters which were the subject of argu- 
ment could be brought to practical pur- 
poses if consultation between Ministry 
and trade could be real and effective. For 
instance, he regarded the widespread inci- 
dence of compulsory purchase orders as 
something which would prevent people 
getting their houses in time. The builder 
whose site was acquired often waited two 
years for his money, and often could not 
undertake any development until it had 
been paid. It was notable that of 786 
compulsory purchase orders only 51 had 
been decided in favour of the owner. 


Builders regarded much of the work 
done by the Ministry of Works as being 
of great value, especially research into 
costing of housing. As for planning, a 
great many new ideas had been forthcom- 
ing, but they were not generally being 
adopted by the local authorities who were 
building to plans dating from the early 
1930s. The Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning had put a damper on 
hoysing through the Abercrombie plan, 
which had slowed up production. The 
proposals contained in that plan might 
have a long-term value. but if houses were 
needed its provisions should be curtailed. 

The question of timber affected the 
industry generally, and he wondered if 
the Ministry could evolve a standard roof 
to put on a standard house shell which 
could save timber. On the question of 
prices the Federation had taken an impor- 
tant step towards good house-building 
through registration of house-builders and 
the inspection and certification of their 
work. But-what did we find?—a restric- 
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tion of ‘‘ceiling’’ prices, which forced the 
builder _to choose between maintaining 
standards and losing money; to build sub- 
standard or by illegal methods; or not to 
build at all. None of those choices was 
desirable. For local authorities there 
were no ceiling prices, but private 
builders were forced down to £1,200 or 
£1,300. If housing was to be provided 
the private builder should be brought, into 
it; if money was required there were 
funds in the country to help. 


The Minister’s Response. 

In response THE MinisteR oF WorKS 
dealt with some of the difficulties which 
had been raised. It had been said that 
you couldn’t have Heaven and Bevan at 
the same time, but so far as he could see 
they weren’t having much Heaven! It 
was said that local authorities were build- 
ing the majority of the houses, and he 
found that hard to credit. He knew only 
three. local authorities which were build- 
ing their own. All the rest were using 
private enterprise to carry out that which 
the Ministry of Health had decided. No 
doubt private enterprise could do equally 
well if materials and labour were avail- 
able, but these were not available; 
if. everyone was entitled to build 
whatever he wanted there would be 
chaos. The Ministry of ‘Works were 
doing their best to reduce the num- 
ber of forms required and had taken ad- 
vice from responsible builders who had 
often said that forms which had seemed 
to be unnecessary were, in fact, necessary. 
As to private enterprise building, he 
knew of private builders who were carry- 
ing on local authority work and private 
house building at the same time, and it 
didn’t take much intelligence to see which 
was going to get finished first. 

Speaking on compulsory purchase orders, 
the Minister said that there ought not to 
be such delay in settling claims. ‘‘ But 
neither do I think that anyone should hold 
up development if there is public need; the 
community is more important than any 
individual. I ask you,’’ he continued, ‘“‘ to 
work with one end in view, to do the job 
you are expected to do—to see that first 
needs are first met.’’ Timber, he knew, was 
scarce, and for that reason someone had 
to see that it went where it was most 
needed, for which licensing and forms were 
necessary. Otherwise it became a matter of 
*“hook or crook.”” When materials be- 
came plentiful no one would be more de- 
lighted than he to stop saying ‘‘ No ’”’ to 
licences. If it were any consolation to 
them he could tell them that from a report 
he had received that morning it was clear 
that the American housing situation was 
worse even than in this country. 


THE CONFERENCE 


Opening the conference which followed 
luncheon, Sir Jonan WALKER-SMITH 
(Director) said that building costs were 
rising and were destined to rise. - Actual 
prices were very much in excess of tender 
prices. A committee was sitting to see 
how this increase of 4d. an hour could 
be absorbed, but he (the speaker) would say 
that the higher the rates of wages the 
lower was likely to be the rate of produc- 
tion. Private enterprise would bring 
down costs better than any other means; 
it had done it before and would do it 
again. Costs did not worry a local 
authority, as any excess could be met from 
local or national funds. The private en- 
terprise builder should be freed from his 
shackles, and if a subsidy could be granted 
to place him on the same basis as the local 
authority, then the housing problem 
would be rapidly solved. Speaking on 
the operation of Circular 92/46, Sir Jonah 
said that Mr. Aneurin Bevan was very 


receptive to their ideas and gratified with 
the progress made in laying plans for 
10,000 houses. But such a figure was 
chicken-feed, and’ the ‘industry could 
double or treble that number. Unfortun- 
ately such a plan didn’t commend itself 
to the hierarchy of the Ministry of Health, 
who were committed to building by the 
local authorities and felt that their con- 
tractors would take umbrage and that the 
production of houses would be affected. 
He was sorry to say that the Minister 
had to some extent succumbed to those 
arguments, and that local authorities had 
whittled down the flexible scheme and 
adjusted the specifications and form of con- 
tract until these had become very like their 
own. 

The means by which the Federation 
could influence the Minister to reverse his 
plans for making use of private enterprise 
builders and for placing them on a com- 
parable basis with the local authorities 
were (a) through the Liaison Committee, 
where they might persuade the Minister 
and his hierarchy that the house-builders 
could make a handsome contribution, and 
(b) judicious propaganda wo educate public 
opinion to use the potential of the house- 
builder to solve his building problems. A 
vast public could be interested because the 
case was so good. 

Sm Tuomas Keens (chairman, New Ideal 
Homesteads) said that the whole position 
of the Ministry of Health was based on 
the complete misapprehension that the 
work of the private enterprise builders had 
been directed in pre-war days for the bene- 
fit of the higher income group. Actually, 
of his company’s houses, 90 per cent. were 
sold to persons earning less than £6 per 
week. The fact that pre-war the industry 
had erected four million houses without 
any burden on the rates was a very great 
contribution. House purchase was a 
natural instinct of the best type of our 
people, and he suggested that the public 
—— to be informed of what subsidised 
building meant to. them in subsidy and 
rates. He knew many: who lived in a 12s. 
weekly subsidised house and yet had motor- 
cars. The building industry should make 
the facts known with one voice through 
controlled and clever publicity. By this. 
means they could arouse such a volume 
of public opinion that. the Minister would 
have to take notice. 


Building Costs. 

Mr. RR. Horserrerp (Manchester) 
introduced the question of building costs. 
Iu his experience, he said that it was 
always being suggested that ceiling costs 
should be eal The people who said 
this were people, he had found, who were 
not trying to build to the ceiling price. 
What the Federation should do was not 
to wait for the M.o.W. to let its Economic 
Committee say what a house ought to cost, 
but itself do that work, and then let 
the public know. He suggested the forma- 
tion of a Federation costing department. 

Mr. H. C. Janes (Luton) said that his 
experience over some hundreds of houses 
built recently to pre-war specifications had 
shown that it was possible to build houses 
within the limit and with a margin of 
profit, though not one equal to pre-war. 
Such building could be done, and people 
ought not to say it could not, but it could 
a be done by house-builders. The 
Federation should stage a publicity cam- 
paign, raise a fighting fund, and go not to 
the Minister but to the public. 

Atp. A. W. Curton (Edgware) said 
that too many house-builders were not 
honest with themselves and were afraid 
to show the other man what their costs 
were. The Presipent said it was difficult 
to exchange reliable figures of cost when 
opinion’ changed so’ much.

HOUSING PROBLEMS IN 
BRITISH HQNDURAS 


Hovsine in British Honduras is a grave 
problem. In many ways Belize is an un- 
favourable site for /the capital. Built on 
flat, low-lying, reclaimed land, only a foot 
above sea-level, it is extremely vulnerable 
to hurricane damage, besides involving 
difficult problems of drainage and. insect 
control. It has frequently been suggested 
that a new capital should be constructed 
further south, and it is possible that this 
question might be reconsidered in the 
future, as with improved road and air 
transport dependence on waterways be- 
comes less important. ; 

Meanwhile, housing remains the major 
problem of the colony. One reason is 
that amid the swamps there is no avail- 
able land left for extension, and new sites 
can only be obtained by reclamation work 
involving expensive hydraulic dredging. 
A Colonial Development Fund grant was 
approved shortly before the outbreak of 
war for the purchase of a suction dredge 
from Britain, and the cost of its operation 
for the first five years. Despite the out- 
break of war, the dredge was delivered 
early in 1940, and has since done some 
useful reclamation work. S 

Another difficulty is the lack of suit- 
able building materials. _The nearest 
supply of stone is 40 miles away, and 
there is no local brick industry. At 
present, most of the houses are built of 
wood, with corrugated iron roofs, and are 
raised several feet off the ground on 
wooden or concrete posts. But wooden 
buildings need continuous and expensive 
upkeep, and do not stand up well against 
hurricanes. Accordingly, experiments 
have ‘been made jin the production of 
bricks from mud; and several large build- 
ings have been built of concrete, which is 
also increasingly used for foundations and 
supporting posts. ( 

The damage caused by the 1931 hurri- 
cane was the occasion for a good deal of 
new and better building, as well as for 
improvements in drainage and street sur- 
facing and lighting. A housing survey 
of part of Belize was carried out in 1945, 
and, after consultations with the Town 
Planning Adviser to the Comptroller for 
Development and Welfare, a grant has 
been made for the construction of ‘eight 
experimental houses on a site in the 
capital. 
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THE SMALL HOUSE 


HOUSING CENTRE TALK 


“Tue Small House: Do snobbery and 
over-refinement mar its design?-’’ At the 
Housing Centre, 13, Suffolk-street, S.W.1, 
at a recent meeting, Miss N. S. Heap’ 
asked this question, and answered it in 
the affirmative. 

Miss Heatp said the design of the small 
house was important because it could affect 
for good or ill the lives of people inhabit- 
ing it. There was a difference between the 
working-class house of the north of 
England and that of the south. ‘She 
remembered with pleasure the kitchens in 
the row of _ stonesbuilt, slate-roofed 
cottages she had been used to passing on 
her way to school. Through the open door 
she had seen a bright, pleasant room with 
a great blazing fire. In that room work 
was being done cheerfully and with en- 
joyment—for example, the mother might 
be ironing anc the father whittling a 
perch for the canary, while an old person 
sat in a rocking-chair by the fire and a 
child watched from its cradle. The people 
were occupied, were working as a com- 
munity, and were happy. All this was 
changing, and in the south it had entirely 
gone. Now the woman sat in her little 
drawing-room or lounge and became bored 
and discontented, so she went to the 
cinema and came back still more discon- 
tented with the boredom of life. It began 
to look as though when the kitchen was 
so labour-saving that one could escape 
from it, the drawing-room became so 
tiresome that the woman must escape from 
that also. Very few of us were thinkers, 
and most people who escaped from work 
escaped into nothingness. 

Occupation was necessary. But people 
were getting too refined for work, and this 
over-refinement was seen in the design of 
the small house; it might be occupied by 
a farm labourer or lorry driver, but it 
must have its dining-room, lounge and 
very small kitchen. An earlier genera- 
tion had lived in country cottages, and it 
was no consolation for a woman to-day to 
have two reception rooms in her house if 
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the kitchen where she worked was small 
and inconvenient. In most country dis- 
tricts the people would rather have a large 
kitchen, a best room and a scullery with 
copper and sink. Regulations imposed by 
Government forced houses to be small, but 
the smallness of the kitchen could not be 
a good thing. It was said these small 
kitchens were labour-saving, that scientific 
motion studies had been made, that the 
number of steps a woman took in her daily 
work had been counted, and that many 
of these were saved by the small kitchen. 
But the roomy kitchen was a pleasanter 
place in which to work, and it was easier 
to walk than to keep turning round. It 
was wearisome to have the walls too near, 
and irritating when the top of the table 
was so small that something had to be 
moved before something else could be put 
down. Worst of all was the fact that the 
small kitchen was a solitary place. The 
woman must work alone because there was 
no room for companions. She left her 
family elegantly disposed in the lounge 
while she went off to wash the dishes, and 
this very fact encouraged the idea that 
housewo was drudgery. A _ cheerful 
living-room and space for family activities 
would be far better. 

The speaker thought the illustrations m 
magazines, the cinema and Christmas 
cards all contributed to set a bad standard 
for houses. People lacked confidence in 
their own judgment, wished to conform to 
fashion and thought that what was usually 
done must be correct. The remedy was 
to make them think. More attention 
should be paid to youth groups and 
schools. The specialist Press showed good 
housing, but the popular Press should alsv 
show it.

BUILDERS’ PLEDGE TO MR. BEVAN 

A. PLEDGE to carry out the Minister of 
Health’s programme for 1947 if it is 
within the limit of human possibility was 
given by Mr. E. W. Garrett, President of 
the London Master Builders’ Association, 
at a meeting of the Central No. 2 Area of 
the Association at Lord’s Hotel, St. John’s 
Wood. Mr. A. W. Yeomans, the retiring 
chairman, presided. 

‘*Every builder in London,” said Mr. 
Garrett, ‘‘is awaiting with the greatest 


‘interest the programme for the new year 


which the Minister of Health has pro- 
mised to give us. Without having seen it, 
I give without hesitation this pledge on 
behalf of the building industry in London. 
If the programme is within the limit of 
human possibility we shall carry it out, 
and even if it isn’t we shall do our 
‘damndest’ to fulfil it. And I believe 
labour would be prepared to give the same 
pledge. 

“*It means, of course, two things from 
our point of view—more men and more 
materials, and both will unfortunately still 
be in short supply. But as employers we 
are doing our best, in close co-operation 
with the operatives, to increase production 
per man-hour, and an increase of materials 
on the sites will itself go far to help 
psychologically. We shall still have a hard 
task before us, but to know what is ex- 
pected of us will do quite a lot to ease 
it.”’ 

Mr. G. 8S. Garner, the incoming chair- 
man of the area, moved a.vote of thanks 
to Mr. Garrett, and proposed the toast of 
the visitors. Sir Keith Joseph, who re- 
cently returned from the Forces and is 
now an active member of the area, as well 
as the youngest Alderman of the City of 
London, replied. 
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“LAW REPORTS 
DEFECT IN DWELLING-HOUSE AND 
LANDLORDS’ ALLEGED LIABILITY FOR 
ACCIDENT. POINT UNDER HOUSING 
ACT, 1936

McCarrick v. Liverpool Corporation. 

This case came before the House on 
the appeal of the plaintiff, Mr. 
McCarrick, the tenant of the dwelling- 
house, No. 6, Brown-street, Liverpool, of 
which the respondents, the Liverpool 
Corporation, were the landlords, from 
the judgment of the Court of Appeal. 

The facts were as follows: The house, 
No. 6 Brown-street, which was subject, 
to the provisions of the Housing Act, 
1936, was, because of the defective state 
of two stone steps leading from the 
kitchen to the back kitchen, not “‘ reason- 
ably fit for human habitation.” Owi 
to the defect the plaintiff’s wife fell an 
fractured her leg, and as a consequence 
the plaintiff suffered special damage, 
which was assessed at £70. 

The question then arose whether the 
damage was recoverable from the Cor- 
poration who had before the Court of 
first instance and the Court of Appeal 
successfully contended that it was not 
recoverable upon the ground that no 
notice of. the defective condition of the 
step was given to them, and that that 
notice was a condition precedent to their 
liability. It was found as a fact that no 
notice was given, and the question of 
law now left to be determined was 
whether notice of the defect was a con- 
dition precedent to the Corporation’s 
liability. 

Counsel for Mr. McCarrick argued that 
the intention of the Housing Act, 1936, 
was that the contract between the 
parties was to have effect as if it con. 
tained a certain promise agreement or 
promise by the landlords, and that the 
promise imported was an absolute one. 

Counsel for the landlords, however, 
contended that it was a condition of 
liability that notice of the defect in the 
steps should have been given to them. 


In the result their lordships held that the 
terms of the contractual tenancy in the 
present case must be construed in just 
the same way as in any other contract of 
tenancy and, so construed, did not im- 
pose any obligation on the landlords until 
they had notice of the defect which made 
the house in question not “reasonably 
fit for human habitation.” 

The House accordingly held that the 
appeal failed and should be dismissed.

COURT’S DISCRETIONARY POWER 


UNDER RENTS ACT TO CONDONE 
BREACH OF LESSEE’S COVENANT 
CouRT OF APPEAL. 


Before Lorps Justices Morton, SOMER- 
VELL and ASQUITH. 


Bell, London and Provincial Properties, 
_ Ltd., v. Reuben. 

This raised the question whether a 
County Court judge in exercising the 
discretion vested in him under the Rent 
Restrictions Acts was justified in refus- 
ing the plaintiffs, Bell, London and 
Provincial Properties, Ltd., the landlords 
of a flat, 135, Park West, Marble Arch, 
London, W., an order for possession of 
the flat against the lessee, who had 
admittedly committed a breach of a 
covenant in the lease. 

The case came before the court on the 
appeal of the company from the judg- 
ment of Deputy Judge Konstam, K.C., 
sitting at Bloomsbury County Court, who 
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held that, although the lessee of the flat, 
Mrs. Stella Reuben, had admittedly com- 
mitted a breach of her covenant not to 
keep a in the flat without the 
permission of the landlords, it would, in 
the events that had happened, be un- 
reasonable to give the landlords an order 
for possession. He accordingly gave 
judgment for Mrs. Reuben, against 
which the plaintiffs, the landlords, now 
appealed. 

It appeared that before the County 
Court judge evidence was given that 
during the tenancy of Mrs. Reuben a 
burglary had occurred which had made 
Mrs. Reuben extremely nervous, and, 
acting on the advice of her doctor, she 
obtained a dog which, the doctor said. 
in giving evidence, had done Mrs. 
Reuben much good. 


Mr. Lionel Edwards, in support of the 
appeal, contended that the County Court 
judge had gone outside his discretion in 
deciding as he had done. The Rent 
Restrictions Act, 1920, provided that a 
tenant retaining possession of the 
demised premises must observe the 
covenants of the original lease, and in 
the present case Mrs. Reuben had 
insisted on keeping a dog in defiance of 
her original covenant. Even if the judge 
had discretion to deal with the matter, 
he must take all the circumstances into 
consideration. 

Mr. F. Hallis, for the respondent. 
Mrs. Reuben, said the question for the 
County Court judge was whether in the 
circumstances it would be reasonable to 
make the order for possessiom. In the 
present case there were special circum- 
stances which, he submitted, did justify 
the judge in condoning the breach of 
covenant which had occurred. 

The court dismissed the appeal. 

Lord Justice Morton, in the course of 
giving judgment dismissing the appeal, 
said it was admitted that the flat in 
guestion was within’ the Rent Restric- 
tions Acts. In all the particular circum- 
stances he came to the conclusion that 
it would not be right to interfere with 
the discretion exercised by the Countv 
Court judge in this case, but he hoped 
that no tenant in any block of flats 
would treat anything he had said as an 
encouragement to commit any breaches 
of covenant. Only in very special circum- 
stances indeed would such a decision be 
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justified. It was a very strong line to 
take to refuse to give the adiness 
ossession in this case, but he (the Lord 
ustice) was most reluctant to fetter in 
any way the wide discretion given to the 
judge- by the Act of 1933, and in the 
oetent ease he could not say that the 
iscretion had been wrongly exercised. 
For these reasons he was of opinion that 
the appeal should be dismissed. 


The other members of the court con- 
curred, and the appeal was accordingly 
dismissed, with costs. 


LANDLORD’S CLAIM TO OBJECT TO 
SUB-TENANT OF LONDON FLAT ON 
GROUND OF HIS DIPLOMATIC 
IMMUNITY 
Kina’s BencH DIvIsIon. 
Before Mr. Justice MacNaGHTEN. 
Parker v. Boggon. 


The question to be decided in this case 
was whether or no it was reasonable for 
a landlord to refuse consent to a tenant 
underletting a flat t6 a person who 
could claim diplomatic privilege and so 
prevent proceedings being instituted 
against him for breach of covenant in 
our courts, 

The action was brought by the plaintiff, 
Mr. Parker, to recover possession of a 
furnished flat at Northgate, Regent’s 
Park, London, N.W., which he had let to 
the defendant, Mr, Boggon, upon the 
ground that the latter had committed a 
breach of covenant. 


By an agreement dated August 30, 1945, 
Mr. Parker let the flat furnished to Mr. 
Boggon for one-year from July 23, 1945, 
and thereafter on a quarterly tenancy. 
The agreement contained a covenant by 
Mr. pa ge the tenant, that he would 
not sublet the premises without the 
previous consent in writing of Mr. Parker 
and the head landlords, but that such 
consent was not to be unreasonably 
refused or withheld. Mr. Boggon, in 
March, 1946, apne to Mr. Parker for 
his consent to his underletting the flat 
to a Mr. Kavur, who was an official of 
the Turkish Embassy. Mr. Parker 
refused his consent to the underletting 
to Mr. Kavur on the ground that, he 
being an official of the Turkish Embassy, 
could claim diplomatic privilege and so, 
if allowed to enter into possession of the 
flat and committing breaches. of 
covenant, Mr. Parker, the landlord, 
would be unable to take proceedings 
gs him and would have no remedy. 

r. Boggon then, in April, applied 
verbally to the head landlords for con- 
sent to the underletting, who replied 
that, although they ag not give their 
consent directly to him (Mr. Boggon), 
they would yiliagy do so if Mr. Parker 
applied for it. Mr. Boggon then, with- 
out waiting any further, sublet the flat 
to Mr. Kavur and gave him possession. 
Mr. Parker accordingly brought the 
present action against Mr. Boggon 
claiming possession of the flat, Mr. 
Kavur also being made a party to the 
action. 

His lordship gave 
Mr. Boggon. 

In giving judgment, he said the only 
objection to Mr. Kavur as a tenant of 
the flat by, Mr. Parker was that Mr. 
Kavur was entitled to claim diplomatic 
immunity and so could not sued in 
our courts: But that, to some people, 
might seem an advantage rather than a 
disadvantage, because if he did not 
personally discharge his obligations his 
Government behind him would feel 
bound to do so. In the circumstances, 
he (his lordship) was of opinion that it 
was not reasonable for Mr. Parker to 
refuse his consent to the underletting of 
the premises to Mr. Kavur, and he gave 
judgment for Mr. Boggon, with costs.

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TRANSPORT OF BUILDING 


MATERIALS 
BUILDERS’ MERCHANTS’ DELIVERY 


Tue following memorandum has been 
prepared by the Distributors of Builders’ 
Supplies Joint Council, setting out the 
reason why, in their opinion, builders’ 
merchants’ own transport should be ex- 
cluded from the operation of the Transport 
Bill now before Parliament. The Govern- 
ment proposals with regard to ‘‘C”’ 
licences, it is claimed, would be detri- 
mental to the united effort which builders’ 
merchants generally are making to get 
supplies to the builder so that he can get 
on with his job. 


until the war upset the usual conduct of 
business, for builders’ merchants to 
deliver goods in their own lorries to 
builders’ yards or on to the actual jobs, 
up to 80 or 100 miles from the merchants’ 
warehouses, and builders have becdme 
accustomed to and expect this service 
from merchants for the following good 
reasons :— 


1. They receive the goods without. un- 
necessary ‘delay, where they want them, at 
their door, or on their job, with no de- 
livery charges to pay. Many new building 
sites are Outside railway delivery areas. 

2. The goods are delivered sound and 
unbroken, thus saving the vexatious and 
eXPeNsIVe Geudays doovciated wits rewrus 
and replacements. 

3. The goods travel safely unpacked on 


merchants’ lorries, being loaded and 
handled by men used to handling builders’ 
goods. 


4. Builders are saved time, worry and 
trouble in unpacking goods and in return- 
ing empty cases and crates, and the ex- 
pense of so doing. 

Builders’ merchants customarily 
assemble in their warehouse the production 
of many different manufacturing trades to 
complete the fitments required, and de- 
livery of building components and fitments 
by builders’ merchants’ lorries are often 
made in small quantities as the particular 
articles are required. 

One lorry will often carry a dozen con- 
signments or more, for delivery to as many 
different addresses, scattered along a 
planned ‘delivery route, and thus performs 
economically and efficiently a service which 
would be slower, more expensive and less 
satisfactory to the building contractor if 
the goods in question were carried in any 
other wav. 

Builders’ merchants’ lorry drivers, being 
accustomed to handling builders’ goods and 
knowing the locations of the varieus 
builders to whom they have to deliver, 
have ‘become specialists in this kind of 
delivery service, which has _ proved 
eminently suitable to the building industry. 

Many merchants’ deliveries are made io 
housing sites where there is no real road 
in existence, lorries literally having to 
traverse mulldy fields to get goods to their 
correct destination. Noroad transport com- 
pany would do this because of the risk of 
damage to its lorries and other people’s 
properties, and it is obviously beyond the 
scope and power of railway companies. 


Delivery by Road Carriers. 

Experience teaches that the kind of 
delivery service necessary on building 
work cannot be usefully or readily per- 
formed bv reciilar cartage contractors un- 
used to the class of goods and the method 
of delivery required by building con- 
tractors. 

The employment of road carriers would 
also, in too many cases, involve delay as 
a result of goods having to wait for a 








It has been customary for many years, 
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lorry going in a particular direction, and 
such delay would have serious conse- 
quences, ‘The lack of one component could 
easily hold up the job or the completion of 
a house. 

This is likely to happen regularly if 
public transport were to be employed in 
place of merchant’s own transport for all 
sites above the distance stipulated in the 
Bill and would be disastrous if public 
transport had to be used exclusively. 

Merchants frequently get urgent orders 
for goods to be delivered immediately to 
save men being held up and are generally 
able to deliver the same day by their own 
transport. This would certainly be out of 
the question if national transport were 
utilised. 

The cost of distribution would obviously 
be increased under the limitations imposed 


“by the Bill, because merchants would have 


to increase their “packing departments 
because of the necessity of providing 
packages for goods to be delivered by 
nationalised road transport and, as is 
shown later, this might not even be prac- 
ticable and certainly would not be 
economic. 


Delivery by Rail.. 

Excepting in the case of full truck Joads 
to one destination reversion to delivery by 
rail would represent a retrograde step. 
Apart from the fact that frequently the 
building site is not accessible by rail at 
all it would involve packing goods in cases 
and/or crates for safe transit, and a waste 
of transport in the return of empty 
packages. 

Much valuable labour would be expended 
in packing such articles as baths, sani- 
tary earthenware, tiled fireplaces and many 
other goods, when most builders’ merchants 
are already short of warehouse labour. 

Packing cases went out of use 15 to 20 
years ago and are not in existence to-day. 
There is always considerable delay in re- 
turning empties. so that the number re- 
quired is at least double that required to 
hold the goods, and it is doubtful if the 
necessary timber could be made available 
or whether it would be in the national in- 
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terest for timber to be diverted to this 
purpuse, 

There are constant and inevitable delays 
in delivery in connection with rail transit 
and in spite of packing, the risk of break- 
age on railways has always been much 
greater than with lorry delivery. Both 
before the war and since, the experience 
of merchants has been that* breakages on 
rail were excessive, transhipment alone 
being a frequent cause of breakage and 
loss. Breakages or loss in transit mean 
more delays and loss of “‘ waiting time ”’ 
by builders. 

These delays, combined with cost of 
packing and packages, together with cost 
of carriage on returned empties, would un- 
questionably tend to increase the cost of 
building and slow down the completion of 
houses in course of erection. 


BRITISH ROADZSFEDERATION 
SIR PATRICK ABERCROMBIE’S 
ADDRESS 


THe need for a national master-plan 
for the planning of the roads of this 
country was urged by Professor Sir Patrick 
Abercrombie, F.R.I.B.A.,  P.P.T.P.L, 
when he spoke at a luncheon organised by 
the British Road Federation at the Savoy 
Hotel, London, on Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 18. 

Lorp Sanpuourst, 0.B.E., who presided, 
had previously suggested to the company 
that when thinking in terms of a national 
system of roadways they should not think 
merely of the needs of to-day or to-morrow 
when three million or so vehiclea were 
using the roads, but of the years to come 
when that three million might possibly 
become fifteen million. If a policy of 
planning for the future and not just for 
the day were adopted it would get all the 
support of the British Road Federation, 
which would see that such a plan was not 
baulked by a lack of funds as had been 
the case in the past. The Federation 
would spend every penny it could raise _ 
to support a comprehensive road policy 
for the future. ; 

Sm Parrick ApercroMBIe said that in 
tackling present-day road problems he 
thought that we had to deal with the im- 
portant contrast between traffic vehicles, 
the dynamic aspect, and roads and pian 
ning, the static aspect. At times we were 
rather apt to concentrate too much upos 
the movement of traffic. The police did 
the very best they could to regulate the 
flow of traffic in the main centres of the 
country, and were it not for their efforts 
we should be in a much worse state than 
we are to-day. In London we had one 
of the worst traffic problems in the whole 
world. : 

Referring to the Transport Bill now 
passing through Parliament, Sir Patrick 
said’ the Government considered that we 
should have better traffic conditions if we 
had some form of nationalisation. What- 
ever one felt about that policy he felt that 
there should be one administrative policy 
for dealing with traffic, and it should ho 
remembered the L.P.T.B. did produce an 
extraordinary degree of order out of what 
was formerly chaos. One further solution 
of traffic congestion had been mentioned 
recently in the Press—the staggering of 
business hours in offices—whereby queues 
in the mornings and evenings would be 
avoided. ‘‘ But,’ said the er,“ all 
this regulation, nationalisation, co-ordina- 
tion and staggering are nothing mere than 
some sort cf palliative; they are an a. 
tempt to make the best of a bad job. Your 
Federation stands for a much more radical 
treatment of this disease, the paralysis of 
traffic. The only remedy is some radical 
form of planning so that traffic will be 
able to make the best use of its speed 
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After-all, what is the use of improving our 
methods of transport if we take longer to 
reach our destination, and that is what 
is happening to-day. I think we will all 
agree that we in London are not moving 
as fast as we did in the days of my youth. 


A Major Alteration Needed. 

“‘We are faced with the necessity now 
for a major alteration in our road system. 
That is an advantage, but it is one I feel 
we are in danger of losing. At the time 
the last Road Bill became law there was 
a tendency in that measure to spend tvo 
much money on planning palliatives, 
rounding off the corner of a road here and 
the widening of such and such a road 
there. One is always afraid of spending 
a lot of money on these minor improve- 
ments and not being able to afford to do 
the real thing, the radical alteration of 
the road system of this country.” 

The speaker went on to say that another 
danger was the misuse of the Road Fund. 
If we imposed a tax on vehicles for road 
improvements there could be no-doubt that 
it should be spent on the improvement of 
roads and not raided for other purposes. 

Turning to more immediate problems, 
those who were interested in general plan- 
ning would agree that we had got to 
canalise the different forms of traffic more 
than had been done in the past, and one 
of the most important aspects of this was 
the éxistence of motorways for through 
traffic. y 

In the centres of our large towns and 
cities there was a great deal of work to 
be done to convince shopkeepers that shops 
should not be on the main traffic routes. 
Many shopkeepers were still labouring 
under the illusion that the more traffic 
‘passed before their shops the better it was 
for them, but unless through traffic was 
eliminated from shop centres by the con- 
struction of special motor ways, parallel 
to the shopping thoroughfares, accidents 
would continue to happen and the value 
of the streets as shopping thoroughfares 
would be impaired. 

““The policy of taking a road, running 
through a sparsely inhabited area and 
saying, ipso facto, this will be a motor 
road is also to be deplored, for by so doing 
you are depriving the local inhabitants 
of-their-only means of communication, and 
alternative roads will have to be provided 
for local traffic. 

** What is needed is a national system for 
the planning of our roads. How can we 
go to work to achieve the ideal? Your 
exhibition at the Tea Centre in Regent 
street is a good piece of propaganda. |] 
would like to suggest the making of a 
road film. Improvement of the roads 
should not be an enemy of amenity. You 
have shown in your exhibition how it is 
possible to insert these new traffic roads 
into the existing countryside and not have 
to apologise for them. We should think 
of them as an opportunity for the Jand- 
scape planners to display their art.”’ 

Sir Patrick concluded by stressing that 
attempts to tackle present-day road prob- 
lems should be made with confidence and 
voldness

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Decorative Details of the 18th Century. 
By Wiu1am and James Pain. Pub- 
lished by A. Tiranti. 6s. net. 


All over England, and also in New 
England, there are charming houses of the 
late 18th century containing scholarly 
classical detail 11 doorways, chimnvey- 
pieces and other features. It is now 
generally recognised that many of these 
were not designed by architects, but are 
the work of country builders and surveyors 
who made use of ‘‘ copy-books.’’ There 
was a considerable market for such pub- 
fications, abreast of the more ambitious 
folios in which fashionable architects dis- 
played their erudition; and amongst the 
most popular of these copy-books were 
‘*The Builder’s Pocket Treasure ’’ (1763) 
and ‘‘ The Practical Builder or Workman’s 
General Assistant ’’ (1774), two out of at 
least five compiled by William Pain, who 
described himself as ‘‘architect and 
joiner.”” It is mainly with him that Pro- 
iessor Richardson deals in his interesting 
introduction to this welcome reprint of 
50 plates selected from the copy-book just 
mentioned, though the title-page divides 
the credit for the drawings between 
William and James Pain; but there 1s a 
reference to James as an architect who 
** assisted his father.’’ The designs now 
reproduced so closely resemble the work 
ot Robert Adam that one understands how 
it is that far more architecture is attri- 
buted to that famous person than he can 
possibly have carried out; and it becomes 
clear how an intelligent craftsman could 
produce such beautiful and delicate detail 
when one sees how admirably these old 
copy-books fulfilled his needs. Under 
present conditions, the production of this 
volume is very creditable. M.S. B 


The Castles on the Ground. , By J. M. 
Ricnarps. The Architectural Press. 
8s. 6d. net. 

The author tells us that this book was 
written in the Middle East and that it 
reveals his feeling of nostalgia. At the 
end of it all, a perplexed reader wonders 
whether to regard his ‘‘ Anatomy of 
Suburbia ’”’ seriously or as an elaborate 
satire. On one page he writes of “ the 
appeal and charm of the suburban environ- 
ment,’’ on another of ‘ these elusive terri- 
tories—now the heart of England”; but 
elsewhere we read that ‘‘ the deep recesses 
of the suburban jungle” are ‘‘ screened 
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from the outside world,’ that they are 
**the homes of the middlemen,” that ‘‘ the 
suburb is a peculiar self-centred pheno- 
menon,” and ‘‘ a world the outsider hardly 
His idea of suburbia includes the 
Chilterns as well as ‘‘ Metroland”? and 
Becontree; amd he holds that ‘‘ in the 
model garden-city,’’ the enthusiasts, by 
their ‘‘ careful planning and good taste, 
have eliminated the very qualities of 
romance and rhetoric on which the subur- 


ban style flourishes’’ In a chapter 
significantly entitled ‘‘ The Origin of 
the Species,” he advances the highly 
disputable argument that suburban 
people are ‘“‘different in kind” (his 
italics). Nowhere does he offer the 


obvious explanation that most English 
people, of all classes, Jive in suburbs so 
that their children may grow up in fresh 
air and reasonably spacious surroundings. 
The book includes some characteristic 
drawings by John Piper. M. S. B. 


Revised 
by R. V. Boughton, A.I.Struct.E., with 
special sections on the use of the steel 


square, By Harold Ryder. Three 
volumes. The Caxton Publishing Co., 
Ltd. Price 85s. 6d. net, or 90s. by 


instalments. 


‘““The New Carpenter and Joiner ”’ has 
been revised by R. V. Boughton, who is 
well known, particularly for his work on 
the presentation in simple form of the re- 
quirements of the Timber Bye-laws. One 
of the greatest difficulties in a work of this 
nature is the correct order of presentation. 
As far as possible the work has been 
planned to follow the order in which an 
ordinary building is built. In so doing it 
is inevitable that certain knowledge must 
be assumed, e.g., it is necessary to consider 
quite early such things as Preliminary 
Operations, Shoring, Timbering to Excava- 
tions, etc., before the more simple ele- 
ments, such as jointing, are dealt with. 
This detracts to some extent from the 
usefulness of the work for study, and 
establishes it ds a work of reference. 


A notable omission from the chapter 
dealing with the Training of Carpenters 
and Joiners is that there is nd reference 
to, the Apprenticeship Scheme. Now that 
the .Building Trades.) Apprenticeship 
Scheme is in operation, some reference to 
its provisions, particularly in relation to 
the Technical Schools, would be helpful to 
the prospective entrant to the trade. 


All aspects of carpenters’ and joiners’ 
work, both temporary and permanent, are 
very fully considered. The examples given 
are clearly described and_ illustrated 
copiously by excellent diagrams. In addi- 
tion to the diagrams there are many 
photographs of well selected examples of 
carpenters’ and joiners’ work, all of which 
exhibit a high standard of design and 
craftsmanship. 


Perhaps the greatest value of the 
present revision is the introduction of non- 
traditional methods. Mr. Boughton refers, 
in his introduction, to ‘‘ a reverence to the 
old masters of carpentry and an almost 
total disregard of modern conditions .and 
requirements ’’ in our teaching. If timber 
is to continue to hold its position as a 
structural material only its scientific, and 
consequently economical, use will enable 
this to be done. By explaining in great 
detail the provisions of the various Timber 
Bye-laws and by providing tables which 
give suitable sizes for structural members 
under almost every condition, Mr. 
Boughton has made it possible for every- 
body to use timber as it should be used, 
and has thereby rendered the craft a great 
service.

Control of Timber (No. 43) Order: Small 
Transactions (£1 Lots). 

The Board of Trade announces that the 
Control of Timber-(No. 43) Order is being 
issued and is expected to be published 
and to come into force on December 23. 
This Order will restrict the material that 
may be disposed of or acquired without 
licence in amounts not exceeding £1 
worth per month, to home-grown timber 
(other than logs) and “ recovered-un- 
classified ” material. The Order will also 
provide that such purchases may only be 
made from a person authorised by licence 
to dispose of timber and materials against 
a declaration in the form set out in the 
First Schedule to the Control of Timber 
(No. 32) (General Provisions) Order. 

Forms of application for a licence to 
dispose of timber and material against 
such declarations will be obtainable from 
Area Officers of the Timber Control. 

The purpose of the new Order is to pre- 
serve imported timber for more important 
uses without entirely depriving the public 
of the opportunity to obtain without 
licence small quantities of timber for 
necessary repairs or other essential work.
